[Transportation  Code  -  Extension  of  Abandoned  Vehicle  Abatement  Fee] 

Ordinance  amending  the  Transportation  Code,  Division  I,  Section  4.4,  to  authorize  the 
Service  Authority  for  the  Abatement  of  Abandoned  Vehicles  (the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Board)  to  extend  the  $1  abandoned  vehicle 
abatement  fee  on  all  vehicles  registered  to  City  residents  for  ten  years,  from  June  1. 
2013  through  May  31,  2023,  and  making  environmental  findings. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  vyith  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  i3UJi»    and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  Transportation  Code,  Division  I,  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  4.4,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  4.4.  SERVICE  AUTHORITY  ESTABLISHED. 

(a)    A  Service  Authority  for  the  Abatement  of  Abandoned  Vehicles  is  hereby 
established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  22710  of  the  California  Vehicle  Code.  The 
members  of  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Board  of  Directors  shall  serve  ex  officio  as 
the  members  of  the  Service  Authority  for  the  Abatement  of  Abandoned  Vehicles.  Except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  Article  47,  the  Service  Authority  shall  have  all  of  the  powers  and  be 
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subject  to  all  of  the  conditions,  restrictions  and  obligations  that  are  set  forth  in  soul  Section 
22710  of  the  California  Vehicle  Code. 

(b)     Extension  hnposiikm  oUhea  service  fee  of  $1  on  vehicles  registered  to  an 
owner  with  an  address  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  deposit  in  the  Abandoned 
Vehicle  Trust  Fund,  as  permitted  by  Section  9250. 7{^  of  the  Vehicle  Code,  is  hereby 
approved,  and  the  Service  Authority  for  the  Abatement  of  Abandoned  Vehicles  is  authorized 
to  enact  a  resolution  extending  imposing  such  service  fee  for  a  ten-year  period,  from  June  J.  2013 
through  May  31.  2023.  pursuant  to  said  Section  9250. 7{^. 

Section  3.  Effective  and  Operative  Dates.  The  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
the  30^^  day  after  its  enactment.  The  operative  date  of  the  ordinance  shall  be  June  1 ,  2013.  If 
the  effective  date  occurs  after  the  operative  date,  the  ordinance  shall  be  retroactive  to  June  1, 
2013. 

Section  4.  Scope  of  Ordinance.  In  enacting  this  ordinance,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
intends  to  amend  only  those  words,  phrases,  paragraphs,  subsections,  sections,  articles, 
numbers,  punctuation  marks,  charts,  diagrams,  or  any  other  constituent  parts  of  the 
Transportation  Code  that  are  explicitly  shown  in  this  ordinance  as  additions,  deletions.  Board 
amendment  additions,  and  Board  amendment  deletions  in  accordance  with  the  "Note"  that 
appears  under  the  official  title  of  the  ordinance. 

Section  5.  Pursuant  to  Section  9250.7(g)  of  the  California  Vehicle  Code,  passage  of 

this  ordinance  requires  a  two-thirds'  vote  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

[Settlement  of  Claims,  Litigation,  and  Appropriation  -  SFPUC  Water  Pipeline  Break  -  15th 
Avenue  and  Wawona  Street  -  Not  to  Exceed  $4,000,000] 

Ordinance  authorizing  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  and  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  to  approve  settlements  of  claims  or  litigation  arising  out  of  the  February  27, 
2013,  accidental  break  of  the  SFPUC's  water  transmission  pipeline  on  15^^  Avenue 
between  West  Portal  Avenue  and  Wawona  Street  in  San  Francisco  for  amounts 
exceeding  $25,000  per  claim,  notwithstanding  Administrative  Code,  Section  10.22 
etseq.,  subject  to  a  total  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,000,000  if  the  Controller  certifies 
availability  of  funds,  and  subject  to  periodic  reporting  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
Rules  Committee;  and  appropriating  $4,000,000  from  the  Water  Enterprise  fund  balance 
for  such  purpose. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings.  On  February  27,  2013,  at  approximately  3  AM,  a  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  16"  water  transmission  pipeline,  located  between  West 
Portal  Avenue  and  Wawona  Street,  ruptured  in  front  of  2733  15th  Avenue,  and  approximately 
twenty-five  residential  properties  were  affected  when  the  water  flow  overwhelmed  catch 
basins  in  the  area,  resulting  in  damage  to  personal  and/or  real  property  (the  "February  27*'' 
Accident").  The  purpose  of  this  legislation  is  to  establish  an  expedited  settlement  procedure 
to  facilitate  the  timely  resolution  of  claims  or  litigation  arising  from  the  February  27'"'  Accident 
to  enable  prompt  payment  to  those  affected.  GOV rR N \  ' 
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Section  2.  Notwithstanding  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Sections  10.22  et. 
seq..  which  require  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of  each  settlement  of  a  litigated  or 
unlitigated  claim  in  excess  of  twenty  five  thousand  ($25,000),  the  Board  hereby  authorizes 
litigated  or  unlitigated  claims  arising  out  of  the  February  27^*^  Accident  to  be  settled  and 
compromised  on  the  written  recommendation  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  with  the  written  approval  of  the  City  Attorney,  for  settlement  amounts  in  excess 
of  $25,000.  The  total  amount  may  not  exceed  four  million  ($4,000,000)  dollars  for  all  such 
settlements;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  by  resolution  increase  the 
$4,000,000  limit.  In  all  cases,  the  Controller  must  first  certify  that  sufficient  funds  are  available 
from  the  proper  funds  or  appropriation  to  pay  each  claim  as  compromised  and  settled.  At 
least  once  every  six  (6)  months,  the  SFPUC  and  City  Attorney  shall  submit  periodic  reports  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  Rules  Committee  on  the  settlement  of  claims  or  litigation  arising  out 
of  the  February  27*^  Accident,  and  the  SFPUC  and  City  Attorney  shall  make  additional  reports 
at  such  times  as  directed  by  the  Chair  of  the  Rules  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Board  herein  appropriates  four  million  ($4,000,000)  dollars  from  the 
Water  Enterprise  fund  balance  for  use  by  the  SFPUC  for  purposes  of  settlement  of  claims  or 
litigation  arising  out  of  the  February  27'*^  Accident. 
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Section  4.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from  the 
date  of  passage.

Ordinance  amending  the  Park  Code  to  designate  portions  of  the  property  (Assessor's 
Block  No.  3513,  Lot  Nos.  071  and  074)  leased  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
from  the  State  of  California,  immediately  under  and  adjacent  to  the  portions  of  the 
Central  Freeway  located  between  Otis  and  Stevenson  Streets  and  between  Valencia 
and  Stevenson  Streets  and  partially  bounded  by  Duboce  Avenue  and  referred  to  as 
"South  of  Market  (SoMa)  West  Skatepark  and  Dog  Park,"  as  a  "park"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Park  Code  and  to  authorize  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department's  Park 
Patrol  to  patrol  those  portions  of  the  leased  property;  and  making  environmental 
findings,  and  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  Planning  Department  has  detemiined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  ordinance  are  exempt  from  the  Califomia  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  Section  21 000  et  seq.)  under  CEQA  Guidelines  Section  1 5303  in  Planning 
Department  Case  No.  201 1 .0645E.  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  130226  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  this  exemption  detennination  and  finds  that  the 
amendments  set  forth  herein  are  within  the  scope  of  the  exemption. 
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Section  2.  The  Planning  Department  in  a  letter  dated  March  6.  2013.  found  that  the 
actions  contemplated  in  this  ordinance  are,  on  balance,  consistent  with  the  City's  General 
Plan  and  with  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b).  The  Board  finds  that  the  actions  described 
herein  are  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  with  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b) 
for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  said  letter.  A  copy  of  said  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.1 30226  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  considering  two  proposed  resolutions  to 
authorize  the  City  to  enter  into  two  leases  with  the  State  of  Califomia,  acting  by  and  through 
its  Department  of  Transportation,  for  the  development  and  operation  of  a  skatepark  and  a  dog 
park  referred  to  in  the  leases  as  the  "SoMa  West  Skatepark  and  Dog  Park,"  and  for  the 
operation  of  a  parking  area.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  resolutions  and  the  leases  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 30384  and  File  No.  130385. 

Section  4.  The  San  Francisco  Park  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
2.01  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  2.01.  "PARK"  DEFINED. 

(a)  When  used  in  this  Code,  the  word  "park"  shall  mean  and  include  all  grounds, 
roadways,  avenues,  squares,  recreation  facilities,  and  other  property  placed  under  the  control, 
management  and  direction  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  by  the  Charter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  open  space  on  the  blocks  bounded  by  Market,  Folsom, 
Third  and  Fourth  Streets  which  is  under  the  control,  management  and  direction  of  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  otherwise  known  as  the 
"Yerba  Buena  Gardens, "  unless  such  word  is  otherwise  defined  within  the  section  in  which  it 
appears. 
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(b)  When  used  in  Articles  3,  4  and  7  of  this  Code,  the  word  "park"  shall  also  include  the 
area  comprising  Fulton  Street  between  Hyde  and  Market  Streets  and  Leavenworth  Street 
between  McAllister  and  Fulton  Streets,  which  area  was  closed  to  vehicular  traffic  by  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  373-73  and  is  otherwise  known  as  United 
Nations  Plaza,  and  the  area  that  is  bounded  by  the  northwesterly  line  of  Market  Street,  the 
southerly  line  of  Eddy  Street  and  the  westerly  line  of  Lot  13,  Assessor's  Block  341 ,  and  is 
otherwise  known  as  Hallidie  Plaza.  The  designation  of  United  Nations  Plaza  and  Hallidie 
Plaza  as  parks  for  purposes  of  Articles  3,  4  and  7  of  this  Code  does  not  effect  a  jurisdictional 
transfer  of  these  plazas,  does  not  place  these  plazas  under  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and  does  not  render  these  plazas  "park  land"  or  "park 
property"  as  those  terms  are  used  in  any  provision  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter. 

(c)  When  used  in  this  Code,  the  word  "park"  also  shall  include  portions  of  property  owned  by 
the  State  of  California  immediately  under  and  adjacent  to  the  portions  of  the  Central  Freewm'  located 
between  Otis  and  Stevenson  Streets  and  between  Valencia  and  Stevenson  Streets  and  partially  bounded 
by  Duboce  Avenue  referred  to  as  "SoMa  West  Skatepark  and  Dog  Park.  "  to  the  extent  such  property  is 
(1)  leased  by  the  City  under  leases  with  the  State  of  California,  acting  by  and  through  its  Department  of 
Transportation,  authorized  under  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  ^^0"^^ 

Resolution  No.  161-13  .  and  (2)  depicted  in  such  leases  as  the  "skatepark"  and  the  "dog park.  " 

The  word  "park"  shall  not  include  the  portion  of  the  leased  property  depicted  in  such  leases  as  the 
"parking  area.  "  In  designating  SoMa  West  Skatepark  and  Dog  Park  as  a  "park"  for  purposes  of  this 
Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  intend  to  place  the  leased  property  under  the  jurisdiction  and 
control  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  within  the  meaning  of  Charter  Section  4.113.  dedicate 
any  of  the  leased  property  as  "park  land"  or  "park  property  "  as  those  terms  are  used  in  any  provision 
of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  or  impose  this  Code  on  the  State  of  California  or  its  employees,  agents, 
or  contractors  while  engaging  in  the  course  and  scope  of  their  employment  on  the  leased  property'. 
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Rather,  the  intent  is  to  authorize  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  to  manage  the  SoMa  West 
Skatepark  and  Dog  Park  for  the  Real  Estate  Division  for  recreational  use  by  the  public  and  enforce  the 
promsions  of  this  Code  on  uses  of  the  SoMa  West  Skatepark  and  Dog  Park  by  the  public,  only  while  the 
leases  referred  to  herein  remain  in  effect. 

Section  5.  The  San  Francisco  Park  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
2.09,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  2.09.  "PARK  PATROL"  DEFINED. 

When  used  in  this  Code,  the  words  "Park  Patrol"  refer  to  persons  hired  as  employees 
of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  to  patrol  the  areas  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission  or  any  other  areas  that  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is  managing  for 
recreational  purposes. 

Section  6.  Effective  Date  and  Operative  Date. 

(a)  This  Ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from  the  date  of  passage. 

(b)  This  Ordinance  shall  become  operative  only  upon  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  resolutions  referenced  in  Section  2  2  of  this  Ordinance  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  130384  and  File  No.  130385. 

Section  7.  This  section  is  uncodified.  In  enacting  this  Ordinance,  the  Board  intends  to 
amend  only  those  words,  phrases,  paragraphs,  subsections,  sections,  articles,  numbers, 
punctuation,  charts,  diagrams,  or  any  other  constituent  part  of  the  Park  Code  that  are  explicitly 
shown  in  this  legislation  as  additions,  deletions.  Board  amendment  additions,  and  Board 
amendment  deletions  in  accordance  with  the  "Note"  that  appears  under  the  official  title  of  the 
legislation.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings.  The  Board  of  Supen/isors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  finds  and  determines  that: 

(a)  Historic  Presen/ation  Commission  Findings.  On  December  19,  2012,  at  a  duly 
noticed  public  hearing,  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  in  Resolution  No.  699  found  that 
the  proposed  Planning  Code  amendments  contained  in  this  ordinance  were  consistent  with 
the  City's  General  Plan  and  with  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  and  recommended  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  adopt  the  proposed  amendments.

SEC.L  FINDINGS  AND  PURPOSES. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the  area  known  and  described  in  this  ordinance  as 
the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  contains  a  number  of  structures  having  a  special  character  and 
special  historical,  architectural  and  aesthetic  interest  and  value,  and  constitutes  a  distinct  section  of 
the  City.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  finds  that  designation  of  said  area  as  an  Historic  District 
will  be  in  furtherance  of  and  in  conformance  with  the  purposes  of  Article  10  of  the  Planning  Code  and 
the  standards  set  forth  therein,  and  that  preservation  as  a  district  rather  than  as  individual  structures 
alone  is  in  order. 

This  ordinance  is  intended  to  further  the  general  purpose  of  historic  preservation  legislation  as 
set  forth  in  Section  1001  of  the  Planning  Code,  to  promote  the  health  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the 
public. 


Pursuant  to  Section  1004  of  the  Planning  Code,  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  is  hereby 
designated  as  an  Article  10  Historic  District,  this  designation  having  been  duly  approved  by  Resolution 
No.  699  of  the  Historic  Preservation  Commission  and  Resolution  No.  18781  of  the  Planning 
Commission  which  Resolutions  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No. 
130070  and  which  Resolutions  are  incorporated  herein  and  made  part  hereof  as  though  fully  set  forth. 


The  location  and  boundaries  of  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  are:  the  west  side  ofSteiner 

Street,  the  south  side  of  Waller  Street,  the  rear  property  line  of  lots  adjacent  to  Duboce  Park,  and  the 

three  interior  block  park  entrances  at  Carmelita.  Pierce,  and  Potomac  Streets  (with  a  10-foot  buffer  at 
Supervisor  Wiener 
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each  set  of  steps  and  retaining  walls).  In  addition  lo  rhe  interior  block  entrances,  the  historic  district 
encompasses  all  lots  contained  within  Assessor 's  Block  0863.  0864,  0865,  and  0866  and  shall  he  as 
designated  on  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  Map,  the  original  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  File  No.  130070,  which  Map  is  hereby  incorporated  herein  as  though 
fidly  set  forth. 

SEC.  4.  RELA  TION  TO  PLANNING  CODE  AND  THE 
PROVISIONS  OF  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY 
OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

(a)  Article  10  of  the  Planning  Code  is  the  basic  Iom'  governing  historic  preservation  in  the  City  and 
Count^>  of  San  Francisco.  This  ordinance,  being  a  specific  application  of  Article  10,  is  both  subject  to 
and  in  addition  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

(b)  Except  as  may  be  specifically  provided  to  the  contrary  in  this  ordinance,  nothing  in  this 
ordinance  shall  supersede,  impair  or  modify  any  Planning  Code  provisions  applicable  to  property  in 
the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District,  including  hut  not  limited  to  existing  and  future  regulations 
controlling  uses,  height,  bulk,  lot  coverage,  floor  area  ratio,  required  open  space,  off-street  parking 
and  signs. 

SEC.  5.  STA  TEMENT  OF  SIGNIFICANCE. 

The  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  is  a  three-block  residential  enclcn'e  in  the  Duboce  Triangle 
neighborhood  that  is  immediately  adjacent  to  and  shares  a  common  development  history  with  Duboce 
Park,  a  small  civic  park.  The  district  is  comprised  of  87  residential  buildings  and  the  stone  steps  and 
Serpentine  rock  retaining  walls  at  the  three  interior  block  park  entrances:  Carmelita,  Pierce,  and 
Potomac  Streets.  The  district  is  significant  for  its  unusual  development  history  and  architectural 
expression,  as  described  below. 

The  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  is  significant  for  the  unusual  development  history  of  the 
contested  tract  of  land  upon  which  it  was  built  and  the  way  in  which  the  contested  nature  of  the  tract 
impacted  the  district 's  physical  appearance  and  connection  to  the  adjacent  park.  The  tract  (formerly 
Supervisor  Wiener 
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known  as  the  Public  Reservation,  Hospital  Lot,  and  Marion  Tract)  was  subject  to  a  decades-long,  series 
of  court  battles  over  le2al  ownership,  with  the  City  of  San  Francisco  losing  half  of  its  claim  to  the  land 
to  the  German  Savings  and  Loan  Association  in  the  late  1890s.  After  acquiring  title  to  half  of  the  tract, 
the  bank  subdivided  the  land,  carved  out  interior  block  streets,  and  sold  lots  to  builders  who  developed 
the  residential  portion  of  the  tract.  The  lots  sold  quickly  and  a  handful  of  builders  immediately  began 
developing  the  parcels.  Due  to  the  delay  in  development  caused  by  the  litigation,  construction  dates  for 
the  vast  majority  of  contributing  resources  within  the  district  range  from  1899  to  approximately  1902. 
This  short  period  of  development  and  limited  number  of  builders  resulted  in  a  remarkably  uniform 
streetscape  of  Victorian-  and  Edwardian-era  houses  and  flats  of  similar  design  and  proportion. 

The  contested  nature  of  the  tract,  its  history  as  a  debris  dump,  and  neighborhood  activism  and 
development  of  the  adjacent  civic  park  are  key  themes  linked  to  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District. 
One  important  visible  manifestation  of  this  interrelated  history  is  found  at  the  park 's  northern  border  - 
specifically  the  lack  of  separation  between  the  park  and  residential  buildings.  The  district  represents 
the  best  example  of  San  Francisco 's  handful  of  municipal  parks  that  directly  abut  residential  buildings. 
without  any  separation  of  a  street  or  sidewalk  In  addition,  the  historic  stone  steps  and  rock  retaining 
walls  at  the  three  interior  block  park  entrances  -  Carmelita.  Pierce,  and  Potomac  Streets  -  reflect  the 
transformation  of  the  City-owned  portion  of  the  contested  tract  from  a  dumping  ground  for  Serpentine 
rock  rubble  to  a  picturesque,  landscaped  civic  park.  Serpentine  rock  rubble  is  also  found  in  the 
foundations  of  many  district  buildings. 

The  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  is  also  significant  for  its  architectural  expression  as  a 

remarkably  intact  grouping  of  Victorian-  and  Edwardian-era  residential  buildings.  The  district 

expresses  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  late  Victorian-  and  Edwardian-era  architectural  styles,  with 

the  Queen  Anne  style  widely  represented.  Although  the  district  displa\>s  a  remarkable  variety  of 

ornament,  unifying  design  features  include  asymmetrical  and  articulated  facades,  steep  roof  pitches, 

the  use  of  multiple  textures  and  wood  cladding,  and  front  yard  setbacks. 
Supervisor  Wiener 
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Many  of  the  Queen  Anne  collages  and  flats  were  developed  by  Fernando  Nelson,  a  master 
builder  hiown  for  his  exuberant  ornamcnlation  and  elaborately  applied  millwork.  Nelson  designed  and 
built  approximately  one  lialf  of  the  district  properties,  including  nearly  all  of  the  residences  on 
Carmelita  and  Fierce  Streets.  The  district  represents  one  of  the  earliest  developments  in  his  17 -year 
career  and  is  an  excellent  representation  of  his  effusive  interpretation  of  the  Queen  Anne  style.  District 
features  characteristic  of  Nelson 's  Victorian-era  period  include  button  boards,  drips,  and  donuts; 
blocky  geometric  cut-outs  above  the  entry  porch;  two-sided  bay  windows:  half-circle  rows  of  dentils 
located  in  gable  ends;  and  a  wavy,  stylized  quarter-sunburst  detailed  at  the  arched  entry. 

The  turn-of-the-century  development  of  buildings  within  the  district  often  resulted  in  a  rare 
fusion  of  Edwardian-era  massing  with  exuberant  Victorian-era  detailing.  It  is  common  in  the  district 
for  Edwardian-era  flats  to  feature  unusually  ornamented  spandrel  panels  and  decorative  friezes  and 
several  are  capped  with  the  gable  roof  form  more  commonly  associated  with  Queen  Anne  style 
buildings. 

The  period  of  significance  for  the  Duboce  Fark  Historic  District  dates  from  1899  to  1911, 
inclusive  of  the  known  period  of  construction  of  all  buildings  within  the  district.  Additional  historic 
information  may  be  found  in  the  Duboce  Fark  Historic  District  Designation  Report,  which  is  hereby 
incorporated  herein  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  document  is  on  file  at  the  Flanning  Department 
under  Case  No.  2011. 0683 L. 

SEC.  6.  FEA  TURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT  AND  EXISTING 
BUILDINGS. 

The  character-defining  interior  features  of  buildings  in  the  district  arc  identified  as;  None. 

The  character-defining  exterior  features  of  buildings  in  the  district  are  identified  as;  All  exterior 
elevations  and  rooflines  as  described  below. 

The  character-defining  landscape  elements  of  the  district  are  identified  as;  The  rustic  interior 
block  park  entrances  at  Carmelita,  Fierce,  and  Fotomac  Streets  -  which  include  the  historic  stone 
Supervisor  Wiener 
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steps.  Serpentine  rock  retainins  walls  set  in  a  random  rubble  pattern,  and  the  public  ri^hts-u1-wa\ 
within  a  10-foot  buffer  -  and  the  lack  of  physical  separation  between  the  park  and  adjacent  buildings. 

The  following  section  describes  in  further  detail  the  character-defining  features  of  the  district 
and  of  individual  buildings  and  landscape  elements  contained  therein.  Historic  district  designation  is 
intended  to  protect  and  preserve  these  character-defining  features, 
a)       Overall  Form,  Continuity,  Scale  and  Proportion. 

Due  to  the  brief  period  of  construction  -  most  buildings  were  constructed  between  IH99  and 
1902  -  and  combined  involvement  of  two  primary  builders,  buildings  within  the  district  exhibit  a 
remarkable  consistency  in  terms  of  massing,  scale,  style,  detailing,  front  yard  setback  and  feeling. 

District  buildinss  are  overwhelmingly  residential  being  composed  primarily  of  single-family 
dwellings  and  residential  flats.  A  few  multiple-  family  residences  within  the  district  (typically  located 
on  street  corners)  also  include  a  commercial  use  at  the  street  level. 

Buildings  in  the  district  range  from  1  V2  story-over-basement  to  four  stories  in  height,  with  two 
and  three  stories  predominating.  The  district 's  largest  single-family  residences  and  flats  were  built  on 
corner  lots  directly  adjacent  to  the  Park.  These  buildinss  are  typically  two-  to  three-  stories  in  height 
and  feature  consistent  detailing  on  the  primary.  Park-  facing,  and  rear  fac^ades. 

Generally  speaking,  the  buildings  fronting  Carmelita.  Pierce  and  Potomac  Streets  were 
originally  constructed  as  one-  or  two-family  dwellings,  while  flats  dominated  the  lots  facing  Waller  and 
Steiner  Streets.  Mid-block  buildings  are  topically  smaller  than  those  constructed  at  the  corners  or  on 
Waller  and  Steiner  streets  and  are  more  likely  to  drcjw  from  Victorian-era  form  and  massing  such  as 
prominent  gabled  roof  forms  and  asymmetrical  massing  at  the  primarx'  facade.  Though  consistent  in 
massing,  single-family  buildings  on  Potomac  Street  feature  the  greatest  variety  of  roof  forms,  including 
gable,  hipped,  cross-gable,  and  one  building  with  a  side  gable  roof  form  and  small  eyebrow  dormers. 

Buildings  located  along  the  interior  blocks  feature  uniform  front  yard  setbacks  of  approximately 

nine  feet  and  are  often  bounded  by  a  low  cast  stone  site  wall.  The  flats  buildings  on  Steiner  Street  do 
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not  feature  front  yard  setbacks;  rather,  they  present  a  modulated  massing  of  muscular  bay  M'indows 
and  deeply  recessed  entry  porticos. 

The  Queen  Anne  style  buildings  present  in  the  district  may  be  subdivided  into  tyvo  basic 
arrangements:  J  '/i  story-over-raised-basement  single-family  cottages,  and  2  '/:  story-over-raised- 
basement  single  family  dwellings  or  flats.  The  buildings  tend  to  conform  to  a  basic  plan  of  a  projecting 
bay  on  the  fu  st  floor,  flanked  by  an  open  porch  and  entry  to  the  side — with  the  porch  entry  o  ften 
surmounted  by  spindle  work  or  decorative  porch  brackets.  Roof  forms  are  hipped  or  steeply  pitched 
front- facing  gables.  Slightly  pro  jecting  second  story  overhangs  are  common. 

Edwardian-era  flats  building  are  three  stories-over-basement  in  height  with  wide  projecting 
structural  window  bays,  featuring  angled-  or  bent-sash  windows.  The  roofline  of  Edwardian-era  flats 
buildings  feature  projecting  cornices  that  follow  the  profiles  of  the  primary  facades.  The  buildings  are 
typically  topped  with  flat  roofs,  though  several  feature  gable  roof  forms.  Massing  is  s^>mmetrical 
except  at  the  first  story,  where  the  two  structural  bays  are  occupied  by  a  recessed  entrance  at  one  side 
and  a  projecting  bay  window  at  the  other. 

Original  roof projections  include  turrets  topped  with  witch 's  cap  or  conical  roof  forms  and 
small-scale  cross-gables  atop  projecting  bay  windows.  Turrets,  found  on  both  Queen  Anne  and 
Edwardian-era  buildings,  are  generally  located  at  the  corner,  adjacent  to  or  embedded  within  a 
forward-facing  gable.  Additionally,  several  buildings  exhibit  what  appear  to  be  historic  dormers. 
Located  on  sloped  sables,  these  dormers  are  small  in  scale,  gabled,  and  match  the  ornamentation  and 
fenestration  of  primary  facades. 

Although  the  roof  forms  -  particularly  at  the  non-visible  rear  fai^ade    of  a  substantial  number 
of  buildings  have  been  altered  to  incorporate  skylights,  small  dormer  windows,  fire  escapes,  or  solar 
panels,  these  alterations  were  constructed  outside  of  the  Period  of  Significance  and  have  not  gained 
significance  in  their  own  right. 
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Similar  roof  forms,  massing,  and  setbacks  result  in  a  cohesive  streetscape  of  rooflines, 
entrances,  continuous  primary  facades,  and  modulated  bays.  With  no  visual  separation  between 
buildings  in  the  district,  the  block  faces  present  an  overall  appearance  of  attached  row-houses: 
however,  with  a  few  exceptions,  it  is  unlikely  that  buildings  feature  shared  structural  walls. 

b)  Fenestration, 

Fenestration  is  remarkably  consistent  throughout  the  district,  consisting  of  vertically  oriented 
double-hung  wood  sash  windows,  with  ogee  lugs,  set  in  wood  surrounds.  Windows  are  typically  set  in 
wide  angled  bays  with  smaller  windows  set  flush  with  the  facade,  often  adjacent  to  the  primary-  entry 
door.  Windows  surround  are  typically  topped  with  cornices,  occasionally  featuring  pediments,  with 
ornamented  details. 

Smaller  vertically  oriented  windows,  set  in  a  single,  pair,  or  ganged  configuration,  are  also 
often  located  in  the  tympanum  of  the  Queen  Anne  style  buildings.  Tympanums  typically  have  a  higher 
solid-to-void  ratio  than  the  lower  stories.  Several  buildings  -  typically  Edwardian-era  flats  buildings  - 
feature  curved  wood  sash  windows  set  in  curved  structural  bays.  Angled  or  curved  bays  typically 
contain  three  windows,  though  certain  bays  of  corner  buildings  contain  four  windows.  While  rare, 
several  buildings  display  two-sided  angled  bay  windows  at  the  primary  facade. 

Large  corner  buildings  with  greater  surface  area  have  a  higher  solid-to-void  ratio  than  mid- 
block  buildings.  Window  bays  and  window  openings  set  flush  with  the  fac^ade  are  typically  placed  in  the 
same  location,  presenting  a  stacked  appearance,  at  each  story  of  the  three  story  corner  buildings. 

The  vast  majority  of  buildings  within  the  district  retain  some  or  all  historic  double-hung  wood 
sash  windows  with  ogee  lugs.  Replacement  windows  made  of  aluminum  or  vinvl  sash,  casement 
windows,  or  windows  with  divided  lights  that  were  added  to  buildings  after  the  Period  of  Significance 
have  not  gained  significance  in  their  own  right. 

c)  Materials  &  Finishes. 
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Buildings  in  the  district  are  of  wood  frame  construction  and  were  historically  clad  in  horizontal 
wood  siding.  Exterior  surface  finishes  are  painted.  Channel  drop  wood  siding  is  typical  at  the 
secondary  and  rear  facades,  while  a  combination  of  flush,  lap,  channel  drop,  and  shingles  are  typically 
found  at  the  primary  facades  o  f  Victorian-era  buildings.  Flush  wood  siding  is  most  common  on  the 
primary  facades  of  Edwardian-era  flats  buildings.  Most  buildings  retain  their  historic  siding  though  a 
few  were  later  clad  in  stucco,  asbestos,  or  composite  shingle  siding.  These  replacement  sidings  have 
not  gained  signi  ficance  in  their  own  right. 

Historically,  the  gabled  roofs  within  the  district  were  clad  in  unpainted  wood  shingles.  These 
historic  roo  fing  materials  are  no  longer  present.  Existing  gable  roo  fs  are  typically  finished  with  asphalt 
or  composite  shingles  that  match  the  color  and  tone  of  the  historic  wood  roofing  materials.  Though 
generally  compatible,  this  replacement  roofing  material  has  not  gained  significance  in  its  own  right, 
d)       Architectural  Details. 

Common  traits  found  throughout  the  district  are  bay  windows,  gable  roofs,  decorative  cornices, 
ornamental  shingles,  and  spindle  work,  as  well  as  more  classically  influenced  detailing  such  as  dentils, 
pediments,  columns,  and  applied  plaster  ornament.  Ornamental  details  are  typically  larger  and  more 
robust  in  scale  at  the  first  story,  with  finer,  more  delicate  features  located  at  the  upper  floors. 

Many  of  the  district 's  buildings  retain  their  original  primary  entrance  doors.  These  paneled 
wood  doors,  often  slightly  wider  than  contemporary  entrance  doors,  are  commonly  glazed  at  the  upper 
portion  and  feature  corniced  hoods  and  incised  or  applied  ornament.  Occasionally,  a  sinsle  fixed 
window  is  located  adjacent  to  the  entry  door  of  Queen  Anne  buildings  and  some  doors,  of  both  Queen 
Anne  and  Edwardian-era  buildings,  are  topped  with  transom  windows. 
Queen  Anne  Design  Elements 

Late  Victorian-  and  Edwardian-era  architectural  sti>les  predominate,  with  the  Queen  Anne  style 
most  widely  represented.  Though  Victorian-era  architectural  design  displayed  a  remarkable  yariety  of 
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ornament,  iinifvim  features  include  asymmetrical  and  articulated  facades,  steep  roof  pitches,  and  the 
use  of  multiple  textures,  materials  and  colors. 

Many  of  the  Queen  Anne  style  buildings  on  Potomac  Street,  designed  by  developer  Georee 
Moore,  stand  out  for  their  muscular  massing,  restrained  ornament,  projecting  second  stor\>  overhangs, 
and  hipped  roof  forms.  In  contrast,  the  developer  Fernando  Nelson  designed  most  of  the  Queen  Anne 
buildings  on  Pierce.  Potomac,  and  Waller  streets,  to  reflect  his  embrace  of  more  exuberant  and 
delicate  architectural  features.  includin2  spindle  screens,  turrets,  and  cut-outs. 

Architectural  details  commonly  found  on  Queen  Anne  buildings  throughout  the  district  include 
raked  cornices,  flared  eaves,  shingled  tympanums,  diamond  and  fish-scale  shingling,  turrets 
{particularly  at  corner  buildings),  projecting  bracketed  cornices,  steeply  pitched  gable  roo  fs,  double- 
gables,  finials,  geometric  applied  ornament  at  spandrel  panels,  dentils,  friezes  decorated  w  ith  plaster 
ornament,  egg  and  dart  molding,  cut-out  screens,  sunbursts,  donut  cut-outs,  intermediate  cornices, 
window  and  door  hoods,  spindle  screens,  turned  wood  balustrades  and  newel  posts.  Tudor-inspired 
stick  work,  turned  wood  porch  supports,  a  variety  of  wood  cladding  and  patterned  wood  shingles, 
arched  porticos,  and  Corinthian  or  Composite  columns  and  pilasters.  Anthropomorphic  details  are 
rare  but  present  within  the  district. 

Historically,  there  were  several  types  of  stairs  constructed  in  the  district:  longer  flights  of  wood 
stairs  that  typically  project  out  from  Queen  Anne  style  buildings  and  shorter  flights  t\pically  found 
within  the  recessed  entries  of  Edwardian-era  flats  buildings. 

The  Queen  Anne  buildings  on  interior  block  streets  are  typically  accessed  via  a  straight  run 

flight  of  wood  stairs.  Due  to  the  slope,  stairs  on  the  west  side  of  these  blocks  are  sisnificantly  longer 

than  those  on  the  east.  Historically,  wood  stairs  on  these  interior  blocks  were  solid  and  uniform  in 

appearance:  featured  closed  risers,  solid  cheek  walls  beneath  the  stairs,  turned  wood  balustrades,  and 

capped  newel  posts:  and  had  a  painted  finish.  Some  flights  of  stairs  were  later  replaced  with  brick, 

concrete,  tile,  or  terrazzo.  These  replacement  stairs  have  not  sained  si2nificance  in  their  own  right. 
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Edwardian-Era  Design  Elements 

Edwardian-era  buildings,  referred  to  locally  as  Classical  Revival  were  constructed  in  San 
Francisco  from  approximately  1901  to  1910.  The  term  Edwardian  is  used  architecturally  to  describe  a 
more  vernacular  interpretation  of  the  Classical  Revival  style  and  is  commonly  applied  to  three-unit 
flats  buildings  -  like  those  found  within  the  district  -  with  wide  angled  or  round  bay  windows,  flat 
roo  fs,  bulk}'  pro  jecting  cornices,  and  columned  porch  entries.  Edwardian-era  buildings  within  the 
district,  particularly  those  on  Steiner  Street,  feature  wood  or  terrazzo  steps  -with  solid  cheek  walls  and 
landings.  These  stairs  are  typically  located  largely  within  the  building  envelope  and  provide  access  to 
recessed  entrance  doors.  Entrances  of  Edwardian-era  flats  in  the  district  are  typically  flanked  by 
Classical  columns  or  pilasters,  and  decorated  with  applied  plaster  ornament,  such  as  garlands  and 
floral  friezes. 

Architectural  ornament  associated  with  the  Edwardian-era  is  typically  more  restrained  than 
those  used  during  the  Victorian-era.  The  turn-of-the-century  development  of  buildings  within  the 
district,  however,  often  resulted  in  a  fusion  of  Edvi  ardian-era  massing  with  exuberant  Victorian-era 
detailing.  It  is  common  in  the  district  for  Edwardian-era  flats  to  feature  unusually  ornamented 
.spandrel  panels  and  decorative  friezes  and  several  are  capped  with  the  gable  roof  form  more 
commonly  associated  with  Queen  Anne  style  buildings. 
e}  Landscape  Elements. 

Properties  within  the  district  typically  feature  uniform  front  yard  setbacks  on  each  black  face. 
Setbacks  on  the  west  side  of  interior  blocks  are  generally  much  deeper  -  t\'pically  13'  to  17'  -  than  the 
east  side,  which,  depending  upon  the  block,  range  from  approximately  5'  to  13 '.  Setbacks  on  the 
western  portion  of  Waller  Street  are  uniform  on  each  block  face,  ranging  from  approximately  8'  to  12 '. 
De.spite  the  variability  in  front  yard  depth,  each  block  face  features  similar  setbacks  and  reads  as 
uniform.  Buildings  located  on  the  eastern  portion  of  Waller  and  Steiner  streets,  topically  Edwardian- 
era  flats,  are  built  out  to  the  sidewalk,  with  no  or  minimal  front  yard  setbacks. 
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Historically,  front  yards  were  bounded  with  low  cast  stone  site  walls  and  planted  with 
vegetation.  Site  walls  on  Carmelita  Street  -  and  possibly  other  blocks  ^  were  orisinallv  topped  with 
decorative  iron  fencing.  Despite  the  west  to  east  downward  slope,  the  yards  located  within  the  from 
setback  are  level  rather  than  terraced  or  sloped. 

Several  sections  of  site  walls  on  Carmelita  Street  retain  all  or  a  portion  of  their  original 
decorative  iron  fencing.  Front  yard  setbacks  and  remnants  of  intact  cast  stone  site  walls  arc  also 
located  along  Waller,  Pierce,  and  Potomac  Streets. 

The  addition  of  2ara2es  has  altered  the  front  yards  of  many  district  properties.  \one  of  the 
historic  buildings  within  the  district  were  originally  constructed  with  an  integrated  or  detached 
automobile  garage.  On  most  blocks,  portions  of  site  walls  were  removed  and  front  yards  partially 
paved  in  order  to  accommodate  driveway's  for  garages  inserted  in  the  basement  of  many  buildings. 
Several  properties  feature  detached  or  semi-attached  pop-out  garages  in  the  front  yard.  Garage 
structures,  openings,  and  driveways  are  not  considered  significant  in  their  own  right, 
f)        Interior  Block  Park  Entrances. 

The  development  history  of  residential  properties  within  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  is 
closely  intertwined  with  the  history  of  the  adjacent  Duboce  Park.  Certain  identified  elements  on  the 
periphery  of  Duboce  Park  reflect  this  close  association  between  residential  and  park  development: 
notably,  the  lack  of  a  physical  separation  between  residential  buildings  and  the  park  and  rustic 
entrances  from  cul-de-sac  streets  into  the  park  These  park  entrances  -  located  at  the  foot  of  Potomac 
Street.  Pierce  Street,  and  Carmelita  Street  -  feature  rustic  stone  steps  flanked  by  low  retaining  walls 
built  of  Serpentine  rock  set  in  a  random  rubble  pattern. 

For  the  purpose  of  Article  1 0,  the  park  entrances  at  Potomac  Street.  Pierce  Street,  and 

Carmelita  Street  are  defined  as  the  steps,  rock  walls,  and  a  surrounding  1 0-  foot  buffer.  The  buffer  area 

includes  the  sidewalks,  street  rights-of-way  and  area  within  the  park  directly  adjacent  to  the  steps  and 

rock  walls. 
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SEC.  7.  DEFINITIONS 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Appendix  N  only,  the  following  terms  shall  ha\'e  the  following  meanings: 

Interior  Block  Park  Entrance:  The  interior  block  park  entrances  at  Potomac  Street,  Pierce 
Street,  and  Carmelita  Streets  are  defined  as  the  steps.  Serpentine  rock  retaining  walls,  and  a 
surrounding  10- foot  buffer.  The  buffer  area  includes  the  sidewalks,  street  right-of-way  and  area  within 
the  park  directly  adjacent  to  the  steps  and  rock  retaining  walls. 

Primary  Fa<;ade:  A  primary  faqade  is  a  building's  main  street-facing  fac^ade.  Corner  buildings 
have  tw'O  primary  faqades:  the  second  primary  faqade  may  front  Duboce  Park  or  the  street. 
Rear  Faqade:  The  rear  faqade  is  located  at  the  rear  of  the  building. 

Public  Right-of-Way:  A  public  right-of-way  is  a  street,  sidewalk  interior  block  park  entrance, 
or  park. 

Visibility:  A  building,  feature,  or  alteration  is  considered  "yisible  "  when  it  can  be  seen  from  a 
public  right-of-way  within  the  District  and'or  is  visible  from  Duboce  Park.  Visibility'  fi  om  Duboce 
Park  is  limited  to  the  highly  visible  facades  of  the  first  three  buildings  adjacent  to  the  Park  Due  to 
their  distance  from  the  Park,  the  rear  facades  of  buildings  adjacent  to  the  western  portion  of  Duboce 
Park  (parallel  to  Scott  Street)  are  excluded  from  this  de  finition  o  f  visibilin'.  See  map. 
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SEC.  8  STANDARDS  FOR  REVIEW  OFAPPLICA  TIONS 

The  standards  for  review  of  all  applications  for  Certificates  of  Appropriateness  are  as  set  forth 
in  Section  1006.6  of  Article  10.  For  the  purposes  of  review  under  those  standards,  the  "character  of  the 
Historic  District"  shall  mean  the  exterior  architectural  features  of  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District 
referred  to  and  described  in  Section  7  of  this  Appendix. 

Any  exterior  change  within  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District  shall  require  a  Certificate  of 
Appropriateness,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  10.  when  such  work  requires  a  City  permit,  with 
the  exception  of  specific  scopes  of  work  as  outlined  below.  The  procedures,  requirements,  controls  and 
standards  of  Article  10  of  the  Planning  Code  shall  apply  to  all  applications  for  Certificates  of 
Appropriateness  and/or  Administrative  Certificates  of  Appropriateness  in  the  Duboce  Park  Historic 
District. 

The  following  section  outlines  the  levels  of  review  as  determined  by  proposed  scopes  of  work 
within  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  District.  The  three  levels  of  review  are:  "No  Certificate  of 
Appropriateness"  is  required;  an  'Administrative  Certificate  of  Appropriateness"  is  required,  which  is 
approved  administratively  by  Planning  Department  Preservation  staff  as  delegated  pursuant  to  Section 
1 006.2 fb)  of  the  Planning  Code;  and  a  "Certificate  of  Appropriateness  "  is  required  pursuant  to 
Section  1006  of  the  Planning  Code  at  a  regularly  scheduled  Historic  Preservation  Commission 
hearing. 

See  Section  7  for  definitions  pertaining  to  primary  and  rear  faqades,  interior  block  park 
entrances,  and  visibility  from  public  rights-o  f-way. 
Ancillary  Structures  within  the  Rear  Yard  -  Construction  or  Removal 

A  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  shall  not  be  required  for  the  construction  of  any  structure 

within  the  rear  yard  that  is  no  more  than  eight  feet  in  height  above  grade  and  covers  no  more  than  100 

square  feet  of  land  regardless  of  visibility'  from  public  rights-of-way.  A  Certificate  of  Appropriateness 

shall  not  be  required  for  the  removal  of  any  non-historic  ancillary  structure  within  the  rear  yard. 
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Decks,  Stairs,  X  Railinss 

Front  Stainvays  and  Railings:  An  Administrative  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  shall  be 
required  for  the  replacement  of  historic  or  non  historic  stairways  and'or  railings  with  compatible 
stairwoi's  and/or  railings  provided  that  the  proposal  is  based  on  physical  or  documented  evidence  and 
is  found  to  be  compatible  in  terms  of  location,  configuration,  materials,  and  details  Mith  the  character- 
defining  features  of  the  building  and/or  district.  New  railings,  if  needed,  shall  match  the  historic  rail 
system  in  design.

and  eaves)  regardless  of  visibility  from  the  public  right-of-way.  See  "Ordinary  Maintenance  and 
Repair.  "  An  Administrative  Certificate  of  Appropriateness  shall  be  required  for  the  in-kind 
replacement  at  the  primary  facade  of  historic  ornament  (including,  but  not  limited  to  porticos,  porches, 
cornices,  plaster  work,  tympanum,  roofline.  and  eaves)  that  has  been  previously  removed  provided  that 
replacement  ornament  is  determined  to  be  compatible  with  documented  designs  and  ornament  found  on 
the  subject  building  or  within  the  district.

SEC.  9.  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  INDIVIDUAL  BUILDINGS  TO  THE

Each  building  within  the  Duboce  Park  Historic  Distiict  is  assigned  to  either  of  the  two 
following  categories. 

Contributory.  This  category  identifies  buildings,  which  date  from  the  Historic  District's  period 
of  significance  and  retain  their  historic  integrity.  These  structures  are  of  the  highest  importance  in 
maintaining  the  character  of  the  Historic  District.  The  maximum  suspension  period  allowable  under 
Article  10  shall  be  imposed  on  applications  for  demolition  of  Contributory  buildings.

fb)  The  Hetch  Hetchy  Regional  H  ater  System  operated  bv  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  delivers  pristine  drinking  water,  which  is  stored  in  the  I  letch  Heichy  Resenoir,  meets  or 
exceeds  all  federal  and  state  criteria  for  drinking  water  qualit}>.  and  is  tested  over  100,000  times  per 
year. 

(c)  Bottled  water  is  bad  for  the  environment.  More  than  one  billion  water  bottles  end  up  in 
California 's  trash  each  year  —  taking  up  valuable  landfill  space,  leaking  toxic  chemicals  such  as 
phalates  into  the  ground  water,  and  taking  1.000  years  to  degrade.  It  takes  an  estimated  2,000  times 
more  energ\>  to  produce  bottled  water  than  it  does  to  produce  an  equivalent  amount  of  tap  water. 
Bottled  water  adds  to  greenhouse  gas  emissions  because  high  amounts  of  oil  are  used  to  manufacture 
the  plastic  bottles,  in  addition  to  the  emissions  resulting  from  the  transportation  of  the  bottles  to  stores. 

(d)  Bottled  water  is  expensive.  Americans  spent  $10. 6  billion  on  bottled  water  in  2009  and 
paid  up  to  1, 000  times  the  cost  of  tap  water. 

(e)  Bottled  water  is  potentially  a  health  hazard.  A  growing  number  of  scientific  studies  are 
pointing  to  the  harmful  effects  of  chemicals  in  the  plastic  that  can  leach  into  the  water  and  be 
consumed.  Further,  most  branded  bottled  water  companies  do  not  disclose  their  water  sources, 
treatment  methods  or  contaminants  found  in  the  water. 

(f)  The  City  atjd  County  of  San  Francisco  is  dedicated  to  being  a  good  environmental  steward 
by  promoting  water  conservation  efforts  and  educating  residents  about  the  environmental,  economic, 
and  health  benefits  of  drinking  tap  water.

Code  (Title  24,  Part  5.  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations). 

(c)  "New  construction"  means  a  building  that  has  never  before  been  used  or  occupied  for  any 
purpose  and  does  not  include  additions,  alterations,  or  repairs. 
SEC.  2304.  MANDATORY  PROVISION  OF  CLEAN.  FREE  DRINKING  WATER. 

(a)  For  new  construction  that  provides  one  or  more  drinking  fountains,  the  project  sponsor 
shall  provide  a  Drink  Tap  Station  with  each  such  fixture  installation  in  liou  of  a  separato  drinking 
fountain, 

(b)  This  Chapter  shall  apply  to  buildings  owned  by  the  City,  as  well  as  to  privately-owned 
buildings. 

SEC.  2305.  IMPLEMENTATION.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby 
finds  and  determines  that: 

(a)     General  Plan  and  Planning  Code  Findings. 

(1)  On  May  9,  2013,  at  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing,  the  Planning  Commission  in 
Resolution  No.  18860  found  that  the  proposed  Planning  Code  amendments  contained  in  this 
ordinance  were  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  with  Planning  Code  Section

Ordinance  amending  the  Public  Works  Code,  by  adding  Section  791,  to  allow  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  subject  to  specified  requirements,  to 
accept  certain  public  improvements  as  public  gifts  and  dedicate  such  improvements  to 
public  use;  and  making  environmental  findings. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

(a)  Consistent  with  the  Better  Streets  Policy  of  Administrative  Code  Sections  98.1  et 
seq.,  the  Better  Streets  Plan,  Neighborhood  Plans,  and  streetscape  design  standards,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  to  encourage  property  owners  to 
voluntarily  construct  and  install  public  improvements  outside  of  the  frontage  of  the  owner  s 
property  on  the  City's  public  right-of-way.  This  legislation  provides  a  mechanism  to 
accomplish  this  and  simplify  the  existing  permitting  scheme. 

(b)  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  130251  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.

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SEC.  791.  PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENTS  GIFT  ACCEPTANCE  AND  PUBLIC 


DEDICATION 

(a)  Definitions 

Immediate  Properly  Fronfai^e  "  refers  to  thai  portion  of  the  public  right-of-M'av  from  the  back 
of  curb  to  the  adjacent  property  line  for  the  length  of  the  entire  property. 

"Public  Improvements  "  shall  be  defined  as  physical  improvements  to  the  public  risht-of-way 
intended  to  promote  pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety,  to  provide  increased  sidewalk  area  for  pedestrians, 
and  to  promote  environmentally  sound  street  design,  and  to  enhance  the  aesthetic  appeal  of  streets. 
Such  improvements  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to,  side^valk  widening,  sidewalk  widening  at 
corners,  medians,  raised  pedestrian  crossings,  and  bicycle  facilities,  and  are  generally  described  in  the 
Better  Streets  Plan  or  its  successor  document.  Neighborhood  Plans,  or  neighborhood  streetscape  plans. 

(b)  Gift  Acceptance  of  Public  Improvements.  NotM'ithstanding  the  limit  on  administrative 
acceptance  of public  gifts  in  Administrative  Code  Section  10.100-305,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  is 
authorized  to  accept  as  gifts  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  certain  Public 
Improvements  within  the  Department 's  permitting  and  maintenance  jurisdiction  subject  to  the 
limitations  as  set  forth  in  this  Section  791.  Such  gift  acceptance  is  subject  to  all  other  laws,  rules,  and 
regulations  novernins  acceptance  of  public  gifts.  All  such  gifts  shall  be  made  by  an  irrevocable  offer  of 
dedication. 

(c)  Location  of  Public  Improvements  and  Consistency  with  Applicable  Plans. 

(1)  The  subject  Public  Improvements  shall  be  located  on  the  public  right-of-way  outside  of  the 
Immediate  Property  Frontage  of  the  property  owner  and  be  consistent  with  the  Better  Sti'eets  Plan  or 
applicable  Neighborhood  Plan  or  neighborhood  streetscape  plan.  Generally,  such  Public 
Improvements  shall  be  within  500  feet  of  the  Immediate  Properly  Frontage. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  the  local  ional  requirement  of  Subsection  (c)(1)  above,  a  gift  of  Public 
Improvements  also  may  be  made  if  the  owner  constructs  a  sidewalk  bulb-out  within  the  Immediate 
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Property  Fronta2e.  Such  sidewalk  bulb-out  shall  satisfy  all  other  provisions  of  this  Section.  Any  such 


gift  shall  be  applicable  only  to  that  additional  portion  of  sidewalk  necessary  to  construct  the  sidewalk 


bulb-out  in  relation  to  the:  (a)  then  existins  official  sidewalk  width  if  the  sidewalk  width  remains 


unchanged  within  the  Immediate  Property  Frontage  or  (b)  new  official  sidewalk  width  if  the  sidewalk 


width  within  the  Immediate  Property  Frontage  has  been  expanded.  With  the  exception  of  that 


additional  portion  of  sidewalk  necessary  to  construct  the  sidewalk  bulb-out  as  set  forth  above,  the 


property  owner  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  such  Improvements  in  accordance  with  Public  Works 


Code  Section  706.  In  such  instances,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  official  maps  shall  delineate  the 


division  of  responsibility  between  the  City  and  the  property  owner. 


(3)  If  the  subject  Public  Improvements  specified  in  Subsection  (c)(1)  result  in  expansion  of 
sidewalk  width  outside  of  the  Immediate  Property  Frontage  and  such  sidewalk  improvements  meet  all 


the  standard  City  requirements  for  sidewalk  design  and  materials,  then  while  the  Department  may 


accept  such  Public  Improvements  as  a  gift,  then  the  fronting  owner  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  such 


Improvements  in  accordance  with  Public  Works  Code  Section  706. 


(4)  Notwithstanding  the  requirement  of  Subsection  (c)(3)  above,  a  gift  of  Public  Improvements 
may  include  a  sidewalk  bulb-out  outside  of  the  Immediate  Property  Frontage .  Any  such  zifl  shall  be 


applicable  only  to  that  additional  portion  of  sidewalk  necessary  to  construct  the  sidewalk  bulb-out  in 


relation  to  the:  (a)  then  existing  official  sidewalk  width  if  the  sidewalk  width  remains  unchanged 


outside  of  the  Immediate  Property  Frontage  or  (b)  new  official  sidewalk  width  if  the  sidewalk  width 


outside  the  Immediate  Property  Frontage  has  been  expanded  and  such  sidewalk  improvements  meet  all 


the  standard  City  requirements  for  sidewalk  design  and  materials.

(d)  Limitation  of  Gift  Acceptance  to  Department  of  Public  Works  Jurisdiction.  The  Public 
Improvements  subject  to  the  gift  acceptance  shall  be  only  those  improvements  within  the  Department 's 
permitting  and  maintenance  jurisdiction.

Said  permit  may  be  combined  with  other 
Departmental  permits  associated  with  the  subject  project. 
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C2)  Gift  to  Include  Cost  of  Maintenance.  The  sift  for  such  Public  Jmprovcmeni.s  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  maintenance  endowment  of  at  least  20%  of  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  ofihc 
Improvements  as  determined  by  the  City  Engineer:  provided,  however,  that  the  Director  may  reduce 
the  cost  of  this  endowment,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  reduction  be  less  than  10%  of  the  cost  of 
construction  of  the  Improvements.  The  Department  shall  deposit  all  such  maintenance  funds  into  a 
public  improvement  gift  maintenance  account. 

(h)  Public  Improvement  Gift  Maintenance  Fund.  There  is  hereby  created  a  Public 
Improvement  Gift  Maintenance  Fund  wherein  all  funds  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
shall  be  deposited.

Ordinance  amending  the  Fire  Code,  Chapter  5,  Section  503.4,  to  clarify  what  does  not 
constitute  an  obstruction  of  a  Fire  Apparatus  Access  Roads. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  pedestrian  safety  and  reduction  of  pedestrian  fatalities 
at  intersections  and  other  legal  crosswalks  are  important  City  policy  objectives. 

In  December  2010,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Better  Streets  Plan.  A  core 
principle  underlying  the  Better  Streets  Plan  is  that  streets  that  the  City  must  design,  build,  and 
operate  should  strike  a  balance  among  all  users  of  streets  regardless  of  physical  abilities  or 
mode  of  travel,  with  the  objective  of  making  streets  better  and  safer  resources  for  all  the 
people  who  live  or  work  in  San  Francisco.  The  construction,  design,  and  operation  of  streets 
must  serve  the  paramount  public  interest  in  maintaining  the  livability  of  the  City:  taking  into 
account,  and  striking  a  balance  among,  the  needs  of  pedestrians,  bicyclists,  motorcyclists, 
and  those  who  travel  by  private  automobile,  as  well  as  those  who  travel  by  bus,  streetcar,  or 
other  mass  transit;  considering  also  such  factors  as  street  trees,  storm  water  management, 
utilities,  as  well  as  vehicular  circulation  and  parking.  But  in  this  mix  of  factors,  pedestrian 
safety  must  be  given  a  high  priority. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  installation  of  pedestrian  'bulb  outs"  at 
intersections  and  crosswalks,  extended  from  sidewalks  or  medians,  will  enhance  pedestrian 
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safety.  A  pedestrian  "bulb  out"  exists  when  the  sidewalk  or  median  at  the  intersection  or  at 
another  legal  crosswalk  is  extended  into  the  street,  thereby  reducing  the  distance  pedestrians 
must  travel  to  cross  the  street. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  finds  that  bulb  outs  will  also  force  traffic  to  slow  down 
and  improve  the  capacity  of  vehicle  drivers  to  see  pedestrians. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  finds  that  increasing  the  number  of  bulb  outs  in  the 
City  is  consistent  with  the  Better  Streets  Plan. 

In  adopting  this  ordinance,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  intend  to  amend  the 
California  Fire  Code,  reduce  the  powers  of  the  fire  code  official,  or  compromise  fire  safety. 
This  legislation  intends  only  to  interpret  what  constitutes  an  obstruction  of  a  fire  apparatus 
access  road  under  California  Fire  Code  Section  503.4. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Fire  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
503.4,  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  503  -  FIRE  APPARATUS  ACCESS  ROADS 

503.4  [For  SF]  Obstruction  of  fire  apparatus  access  roads.  Fire  apparatus  access  roads 
shall  not  be  obstructed  in  any  manner,  including  the  parking  of  vehicles.  Subject  to  Health  and 

Safety  Code  Sections  13104,  13108,  13114,  18941.5,  and  California  Fire  Code  Sections  104.1,  1.11.2, 
and  503,  the  portion  of  the  sidewalk  or  median,  immediately  adjoining  and  extending  info  a  roadway, 
that  has  no  utility'  pole,  street  lisht,  .street  furniture,  fire  hydrant,  trees,  shruhben\  or  other  structure  or 
natural  growth  attached  thereto  and  that  has  a  height  that  does  not  exceed  six  inches  above  the 
roadway  shall  not  constitute  an  obstruction  of  a  fire  apparatus  access  road.  The  minimum  widths 
and  clearances  established  in  Section  503.2.1  shall  be  maintained  at  ail  times.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings,  (a)  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions 
contemplated  in  this  Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality 
Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et  seq.).  Said  detennination  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120669  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference. 
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(b)  This  Board  finds  that  the  condominium  conversion  Imeae^fee  as  set  forth  in  this 
legislation  is  an  appropriate  charge  imposed  as  a  condition  of  property  development,  which  in 
this  case  is  the  City's  approval  of  a  condominium  conversion  subdivision,  a  discretionary 
development  approvaljursuant  to  the  San  Francisco  Subdivision  Code  and  the  California 
Subdivision  Map  Act.  Based  on  data,  information,  and  analysis  in  a  Condominium  Conversion 
Nexus  Analysis  report  prepared  bv  Keyser  Marston  Associates.  Inc..  dated  January  201 1 .  and 
the  findings  of  Planning  Code  Section  415.1  concerning  the  City's  inclusionary  affordable 
housing  program,  this  Board  finds  and  determines  that  there  is  ample  evidentiary  support  to 
charge  the  imeact-fee  set  forth  herein  as  it  relates  to  a  subdivision  map  approval  that  allows 
the  conversion  of  existing  dwelling  units  into  condominiums.  Said  impact  foocharge  also  is 
lower  than  the  fee  amount  supported  in  the  abovementioned  Nexus  Analysis  report.  As  a 
consequence  the  Board  finds  that  the  amount  of  this  charge  is  no  more  than  necessary  to 
cover  the  reasonable  costs  of  the  governmental  activity  and  programs  related  to  condominium 
conversion^  The  Board  further  finds  and  determines,  that  based  on  this  evidence,  the  manner 
in  which  those  fees  arethis  charge  is  allocated  and  assessed  on  a  per  unit  cost  for  each  unit 
converted  to  a  condominium  bears  a  reasonable  relationship  to  the  subdivision  applicants' 
burdens  on  the  Citv  that  result  from  the  change  in  use  and  ownership  status  from  a  dwelling 
unjtjiA/ithin  an  unsubdivided  property  to  a  separate  interest  in  a  condominium  unit.  A  copy  of 
the  report  on  the  feescharge  identified  herein  is  in  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No. 
120669  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  City  Controller's  Office  has 
independently  confirmed  that  the  fee  amounts  identified  in  said  report  remain  valid.  This 
determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  File  No.  120669  and  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(c)  (1)  The  Board  further  finds  that  the  present  backlog  of  existing  applications  for 
condominium  conversion  under  the  existing  200-unit  annual  condominium  conversion  lottery 
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process  in  Subdivision  Code  Article  9  (Conversions^  extends  well  over  a  decade.  Indicative 
this  backlog,  approximatelv  700  tenancv-in-common  (TIC)  and  other  owner-occupied 
buildings,  containing  2.269  dwelling  units,  registered  for  the  2013  lottery  condominium 
conversion  lottery  in  an  effort  to  be  selected  for  the  200  units  that  were  available.  Jhs 
proposed  expedited  approval  process  for  condominium  conversions  (the  "Expedited 
Conversion  program'")  is  intended  as  a  one  time  adjustment  to  the  backlog  in  applications  for 
conversions  given  the  specific  needs  of  existing  owners  of  tegancyHjvmmmon  un its. 
Therefore,  the  eExpedited  eConversion  program  set  forth  in  this  legislation's  proposed 
Section  1396.4  is  intended  as  the  exclusive  method  for  allocating  approvals  for  conversions  of 
apartments  and  tenancv-in-common  buildings  into  condominiums  for  the  entire  period  that  is 
established  in  the  proposed  Section  1396.5. 

(2)  The  Expedited  Conversion  program  that  this  Ordinance  creates  will  bring 
significant  economic  value  to  owners  who  utilize  it.  According  to  the  Citv  Controller's  April  2. 
2013  Economic  Impact  Report,  condominium  conversion  "creates  clear  financial  advantages 
for  owners  of  tenancies-in-common  fTIC)  buildings."  In  addition  to  the  estimated  15% 
premium  gained  bv  converting  a  TIC  to  a  condominium,  as  projected  in  the  Kevser  Marston 
Associates  201 1  Nexus  Analysis,  the  Controller's  report  notes  that  because  State  law  does 
not  othenA/ise  allow  rent  limitations  on  condominiums  after  the  subdivider  sells  them,  future 
owners  of  these  converted  condominiums  after  the  rental  limitation  period  terminates  "have 
the  opportunity  for  greater  rental  income  than  owners  of  TIC  units,  the  vast  majority  of  which 
are  subiect  to  rent  control." 

(3)  Due  to  the  present  backlog  of  existing  applications,  the  Office  of  the  Controller 
estimates  that  owners  of  1.730  of  the  units  not  selected  in  the  2013  lottery  would  pay  the 
impact  foocondominium  conversion  charge  and  avail  themselves  of  the  seven-vear 
eExpedited  eConversion  program.  The  program  also  permits  TICs  that  did  not  enter  the  2012 
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and  2013  lottery  to  convert,  which  could  result  in  more  than  1,730  dwelling  units  taking 
advantage  of  the  eExoedited  GConversion  program.  The  number  of  conversions  is  therefore 
anticioated  to  be  welJinLexcess  of  the  200  unit  per  yeajL_allotment  in  the  existing  lottery.  The 
Ordipance  balances  the  number  of  units  converted  under  this  program  in  a  relatively  short 
period  of  time  bv  susoending  the  lottery  until  the  Citv's  affordable  housing  production  replaces 
the  number  of  units  converted  under  the  eExpedited  oConversion  program.  The  maximum 
number  of  vears  of  suspension  of  the  lotterv  will  be  the  number  of  converted  units  divided  by 
200.  Therefore,  under  the  suspension,  there  will  be  no  net  loss  of  the  number  of  converted 
units  over  time  as  compared  to  the  existing  lotterv.  Conversions  of  apartments  to 
condominiums  also  results  in  the  eviction  of  existing  tenants  in  the  converted  buildings 
because  many  tenants  cannot  afford  to  purchase  their  units.  A  large  number  of  conversions 
under  the  eExoedited  eConversion  program  would  magnify  this  impact  and  result  in  a  large 
number  of  tenants  evicted  into  a  very  expensive  rental  housing  market.  The  Office  of  the 
Controller  estimates  that  tenants  of  these  converted  properties  would  likelv  spend  between 
$0.8  and  $1.1  million  annually  in  higher  rent  alone  due  to  displacement  and/or  rent  decontrol. 
Therefore,  the  Ordinance  balances  this  impact  on  existing  tenants  and  the  effects  of  tenant 
displacement  on  the  Citv  in  general  by  reguiring  that  applicants  for  the  Expedited  Conversion 
program  offer  existing  tenants  a  lifetime  lease.  The  abovementioned  Controller's  report  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120669  and  is  incorporated  herein  bv 
reference. 

a^(4)  In  addition,  this  legislation  attempts  to  integrate  this  process  with  the  adoption  of 
additional  controls  on  future  conversions.  This  legislation  does  not  intend  to  affect  in  anv  wav 
the  conversion  of  100%  owner-occupied  two-unit  buildings  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
Subdivision  Code  Section  1359, 
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(d)  As  set  forth  in  the  Housing  Element  of  the  General  Plan,  in  particular  Objective  3.  it 
is  the  City's  policy  to  oreserve  the  existing  supply  of  rent  controlled  housing  andJoincnease 
the  production  of  new  affordable  rental  units.  Policy  3.1  states  that  is  the  City's  policyJo 
"[pjreserve  rental  units,  especially  rent  controlled  units,  to  meet  the  City's  affordable  housing 
needs."  Policy  4.4  states  it  is  the  City's  policy  to  "[e]ncourage  sufficient  and  suitable  rental 
housing  opportunities,  emphasizing  permanently  affordable  rental  units  wherever  possible.! 
And.  Policy  9.2  provides  that  it  is  city  policy  to  "Fdontinue  prioritization  of  preservation  of 
existing  affordable  housing  as  the  most  effective  means  of  providing  affordable  housing." 
Therefore,  the  conversion  of  rental  housing  into  condominiums,  without  replacement,  results 
in  the  loss  of  existing  rent  controlled  housing  contrary  to  public  policy. 

(e)  In  2012.  the  voters  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  approved  Proposition  C  that 
proposed  in  part  to  fund  and  produce  930.000  affordable  rental  housing  units  over  thirty  years, 
establishing  an  annual  baseline  production  of  approximately  300  net  new  affordable  housing 
units.  The  Board  determines  that  this  legislation  is  compatible  with  the  goals  of  Proposition  C 
and  resumption  of  the  condominium  conversion  lottery  is  properly  benchmarked  in 
relationship  to  new  affordable  housing  production  as  contemplated  in  Proposition  C.  Further, 
the  Board  finds  that  Proposition  C's  limitations  on  new  affordable  housing  fees  were  intended 
to  apply  to  fees  on  new  residential  construction  projects  and  not  to  the  condominium 
conversion  charges  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance  which  would  be  imposed  only  on  existing 
residential  buildings  that  obtain  a  condominium  subdivision  and  involve  no  net  increase  in  new 
housing  units. 

(f)  It  is  the  further  intent  of  this  legislation  to  suspend  future  conversions  of  rental 
housing  pending  the  one  for  one  replacement  of  units  converted  through  the  eExpedited 
eConversion  program  beyond  the  City's  net  new  annual  baseline  production  and  to  provide 
additional  protections  to  tenants  in  buildings  to  be  converted  as  specified  above. 
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(Q^  The  Board  finds  that  the  rate  of  TIC  creation  and  demand  for  condominium 
conversions  to  date  has  far  exceeded  the  rate  of  allowable  conversions  under  existino  law. 
The  Board  also  finds  that  the  unsustainable  gjwth_of  the  TIC  form  of  ownership  ooses 
challenges  and  ad^rse  consequences  for  which  many  consumers  are  unprepared  and  that 
those  challenges  are  greater  for  larger  building  sizes.  However,  increasino  the  number  of 
allowable  conversions  would  impose  a  burden_on  the  City's  capacity  to  develop  sufficient 
replacement  rental  housing  units  and  to  assist  displaced  tenants.  Therefore,  it  is  the  intent  of 
this  legislation  to  re-establish  the  condominium  lottery  conversion  process  on  a  more 
sustainable  basis  following  the  restart  of  the  lotterv  and  to  encourage  lono-term  ownership  in 
smaller  buildings.

Ordinance  amending  the  Planning  Code,  Section  205.4,  to  allow  mobile  food  facilities  at 
certain  types  of  Institutions  in  RH  (Residential  House),  RM  (Residential  Mixed),  RED 
(Residential  Enclave),  and  RTO  (Residential  Transit  Oriented)  Districts,  subject  to 
specified  conditions;  and  making  findings,  including  environmental  fmdings  and 
findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code, 
Section  101.1.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Findings.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  finds  and  declares  as  follows: 

(a)  The  popularity  of  and  options  provided  by  mobile  food  facilities  have  generated  a 
desire  to  allow  such  facilities  to  provide  convenient  food  vending  services  to  institutional  uses 
where  few  other  eating  establishments  exist. 

(b)  On  April  19,  2012,  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  18587 
recommending  adoption  of  this  Ordinance,  and  adopted  findings  that  the  legislation  is 
consistent,  on  balance,  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning 
Code  Section  101.1(b).  The  Board  adopts  these  findings  as  it  own.  A  copy  of  this 
Commission  Resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  120125,  and  is 
incorporated  by  reference  herein. 
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(c)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  this  Board  finds  that  this  Ordinance  will 
promote  the  public  necessity,  convenience,  safety  and  welfare  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in 
Commission  Resolution  No.  18587.  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(d)  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Section  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  120125  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Section  205.4,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  205.4.  TEMPORARY  USES:  INTERMITTENT  ACTIVITIES. 

An  intermittent  activity  is  an  outdoor  use  which,  while  occasional,  occurs  with  some 
routine  or  regularity.  Intermittent  activities  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  the  following  uses: 
mobile  food  facilities,  farmers  markets,  and  open-air  craft  markets.  Such  uses  typically  require 
additional  authorization(s)  from  other  City  Departments.  An  intermittent  activity  may  be 
authorized  as  a  temporary  use  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  year  withitr 

(a)  In  all  Districts,  except  for  other  than  RH,  RM,  RED  and  RTO  Districts,  so  long  as  an 
intermittent  activity  is  permissible  if  it  satisfies  all  of  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

(h  I)    It  shall  not  be  located  within  a  building  as  defined  in  Section  102.3  of  this 

Code. 

{h  2)    It  shall  not  be  located  on  the  property  for  more  than  either:  (i)  six  (6) 
calendar  days  for  longer  than  12  hours  per  day  in  any  seven-day  period;  or  (ii)  three  (3) 
calendar  days  for  longer  than  24  hours  per  day  in  any  seven-day  period.  At  the  time  of 
application,  the  applicant  shall  designate  in  writing  which  of  the  foregoing  options  shall  apply 
to  the  activity.  No  changes  shall  be  made  during  the  authorization  period  without  first  filing  a 
new  application. 
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{-I-  A)   The  time  periods  referenced  in  Subsection  ^(a)(2)  each  constitute 
complete  calendar  days  and  apply  without  regard  to  whether  the  activity  is  open  to  the  public 
or  whether  the  activity  is  located  on  the  subject  property  for  consecutive  days. 

{2  B)  Days  of  unused  authorization  cannot  be  stored  or  credited,  and  any 
portion  of  a  day  that  the  intermittent  activity  is  located  at  the  subject  property  shall  count 
toward  the  12-hour  or  the  24-hour  limit  of  Subsection  M(a)(2). 

{S-  C)  This  Subsection  Mfa)f2)  shall  not  apply  to  any  mobile  food  facility  located 
within  a  Public  (P)  District  that  together  with  any  directly  adjoining  P  District(s)  contains  more 
than  one  (1)  acre. 

{e  3)    It  shall  be  open  for  business  only  during  the  hours  of  operation  permitted 
as  a  principal  use  for  the  District  in  which  it  is  located,  if  any  such  hourly  limits  exist. 

{d  4)    If  located  in  a  District  that  is  subject  to  any  of  the  neighborhood 
notification  requirements  as  set  forth  in  Section  312,  notification  pursuant  to  Section  312  shall 
be  required  as  follows: 

{j-A)  Notification  shall  be  required  if  the  vending  space,  as  defined  below, 
would  exceed  300  square  feet. 

{2-  B)   Notification  shall  be  required  if  any  portion  of  the  vending  space  would  be 
located  within  50  feet  of  an  RH,  RM,  RED  or  RTO  District.  Distances  to  RH,  RM,  RED  and 
RTO  Districts  shall  be  measured  from  the  extreme  perimeter  of  any  vending  space  to  the 
nearest  property  line  of  any  parcel  which  is  partially  or  wholly  so  zoned. 

Q   For  purposes  of  this  Section  "Vending  Space"  shall  be  defined  as  the 
entire  area  within  a  single  rectangular  perimeter  formed  by  extending  lines  around  the 
extreme  limits  of  all  carts,  vehicles,  tables,  chairs,  or  other  equipment  associated  with  all 
intermittent  activities  located  on  the  parcel.

lawfully  exceeds  or  exceeded  the  thresholds  of  Subsections  (d)(1)  and/or  (2) (4) (A)  and/or  (B).

establishment;  and  {G  iif)  the  intermittent  activity  would  not  further  exceed  the  thresholds  of 
Subsections  (d)(])  and^or  (2) (4) (A)  and/or  (B),  above. 

(b)  An  intermittent  activity  is  allowed  in  a  RH,  RM,  RED,  and  RTO  District  only  if  it:  (I) 
satisfies  all  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Subsection  (a)  and  (2)  is  located  on  a  parcel  that  contains  or  is 
part  of  a  medical  institution,  as  defined  in  Section  209.3(a),  or  a  post-secondary  educational 
institution,  as  defined  in  Section  209.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1 .  Findings. 

(a)  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
ordinance  comply  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  120193  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(b)  As  one  of  the  densest  cities  in  the  nation,  San  Francisco  experiences  significant 
pedestrian  congestion  on  its  sidewalks,  limited  on-street  parking  and  loading,  and  impeded 
traffic  flow  from  different  travel  modes  and  vehicles,  particularly  in  its  commercial  zones  and 
areas  with  a  concentration  of  restaurants  and  food  service  uses.  Restaurants  also  can  create 
a  crowded  pedestrian  area  oiven  waiting  patrons  that  cannot  be  accommodated  inside  and 
smoking  prohibitions,  which  require  patrons  to  stand  outside,  as  well  as  the  usage  of  outdoor 
seating.  These  factors  can  contribute  to  the  shortage  of  space  on  adjacent  sidewalks.

Any  motorized  vehicle  wherein  or  wherefrom  wrapped  food, 
foodstuffs,  products,  liquids  or  material  intended  or  food  or  drink  for  human  consumption  are 
sold,  served,  distributed,  or  offered  for  sale  at  retail  or  given  away  to  the  public. 

(§)  Mobile  Food  Facility.  Any  vehicle  or  pushcart  used  in  conjunction  with  a 
commissary  or  other  permanent  food  facility  upon  which  food  is  sold  or  distributed  at  retail. 
Mobile  Food  Facility  does  not  include  a  "Transporter"  used  to  transport  packaged  food  from  a 
food  facility  or  other  approved  source  to  the  consumer.  A  Mobile  Food  Facility-  does  not  include 
any  use  that  sells  soods.  wares,  or  merchandise  other  than  food  or  drink  intended  for  human 
consumption.

SEC.  184.83.  MOBILE  FOOD  FACILITY  APPLICATION  AND  FEE  PROVISIONS. 

(a)  Every  person  desiring  a  Mobile  Food  Facility  permit  pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  file 
an  application  with  the  Director  upon  a  form  provided  by  the  Director  and  shall  pay  a  filing  fee 
of  $125.00,  a  notification  fee  of  $200.00,  and  an  inspection  fee  of  $383.00  for  a  single 
Location  for  the  Mobile  Food  Facility.  Each  additional  Location  shall  require  payment  to  the 
Department  of  a  notification  fee  of  $200.00  per  Location,  an  inspection  fee  of  $383.00  for  the 
first  additional  Location  and  an  inspection  fee  of  $191.50  per  each  additional  Location. 
Separate  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  the  Fire  Marshal  for  the  annual 
approvals  required  by  each  department  for  a  valid  permit  under  this  Article.  The  fees  for  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  are  set  forth  in  the  Business  and  Taxation  Code. 

(b)  Half  of  the  required  fees  for  a  single  Location  and  half  of  the  fees  for  any  additional 
Location{s)  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  application  submission  and  the  remainder  of  the  total 
fee  amount  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  the  Director's  decision  on  the  permit.

^      (c)  Every  Permittee  desiring  to  change  the  Location  of  the  Mobile  Food  Facility,  modify 
the  hours  of  operation  to  allow  service  after  8  p.m.,  or  add  a  new  Location(s)  during  the  term 
of  the  annual  permit,  shall  file  an  application  with  the  Director  upon  a  form  provided  by  the 
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Director  and  shall  pay  a  filing  fee  of  $85.00  for  each  Location  change  or  addition  of  a  new 
Location(s),  a  notification  fee  of  $200.00  per  Location,  and  an  inspection  fee  of  $191 .50  per 
Location.  Such  requests  shall  be  processed  in  the  same  manner  as  a  new  permit, 
(d)  Permit  Renewal^  o^*^  Annual  Renewal  Fee.  Permit  Expiration. 

(1)  Every  Mobile  Food  Facility  permit  is  subject  to  an  annual  renewal  filing  fee  of 
$125.00  per  permit.  In  addition,  if  during  the  course  of  the  preceding  year  the  Department 
received  one  or  more  substantiated  complaints  against  the  permit  Location(s)  or  filed  one  or 
more  notices  of  violation  against  the  Permit,  the  Department  shall  assess  an  additional 
processing  fee  of  $159.50  per  permit.  The  Department  also  shall  charge  inspection  fees  as 
follows:  $576.00  the  first  two  (2)  Locations  where  substantiated  complaints  were  received  or 
notices  of  violation  filed  and  $288.00  per  each  additional  Location  where  substantiated 
complaints  were  received  or  notices  of  violation  filed.  Said  fees  are  payable  to  the 
Department  Separate  annual  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  the  Fire

(2)  Any  Mobile  Food  Facility  permit  that  the  Director  renews  is  not  final  and  effective 
operative  unless  and  until  the  Mobile  Food  Facility  Vendor  has  obtained  an  annual  renewal  of 
his  or  her  Certificate  of  Sanitation  for  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  approval  from  the 
Fire  Marshal. 

(3)  The  permit  issuance  renewal  date  Shall  be  when  the  pemiit  is  final  and  effective  the  date 
that  the  Director  issues  his  or  her  decision  to  renew  the  permit  or  conditionally  renew  the  permit. 

(4)  Permits  are  automatically  renewed  each  year  annualh  SO  long  as  the  Mobile  Food 
Facility  remains  in  compliance  with  this  Article,  includine  payment  of  all  fees  due  to  the  Cit\. 

Annual  renewal  of  a  permit  does  not  constitute  issuance  of  a  new  permit  and  Renewal  of  the  permit 
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does  not  require  notice  under  Section  184.88,  Notwithstondins  the  above,  if,  as  part  of  a  permit 
renewal,  unless  the  permittee  is  changing  the  Location  that  the  Mobile  Food  Facility  serves, 
adding  a  new  Location(s),  changing  the  hours  of  operation  to  serve  a  Location  later  than  8 
pm;  or  making  other  changes  to  the  Mobile  Food  Facility  that  the  Director  determines  requires 
public  notice,  the  Department  shall  treat  such  changes  as  the  equivalent  of  a  new  permit  and  require 
the  applicant  to  satisf\'  the  requirements  associated  with  applying  for  and  obtainine  a  new  permit. 

{5)  Pcnnit  Expiration.  A  permit  shall  be  deemed  to  expire  seven  (7)  years  from  the  anniversary 
of  the  original  permit  issuance  date  as  long  as  the  permittee  remains  in  compliance  with  this  Article 
during  that  term.  If  the  pennitee  elects  to  pursue  a  new  permit  six  (6)  months  prior  to  such  expiration, 
the  existing  permittee  may  apply  for  a  new  permit  under  the  same  terms  as  the  existing  permit  and  shall 
be  given  priority  over  any  other  applicants.  The  only  required  notice  under  this  Subsection  shall  be  an 
electronic  notice  issued  by  the  Department  to  any  individual(s)  or  organizationis)  that  have  requested 
such  notification  by  the  Department,  except  that  any  permittees  who  have  received  three  (3)  or  more 
Notice  of  Violations  by  the  Department  in  a  period  of  24  months  prior  to  their  permit  expiration  shall 
be  required  to  satisfy  all  noticing  requirements  of  Section  184.88  of  this  Article.

Facility  shall  be  subject  to  all  applicable  noticing  requirements  set  forth  in  Subsection  (d)(5). 

(7)  If  a  permitee  for  a  Mobile  Food  Facility  has  a  valid  permit  for  a  specific  Location  dated  on 
or  before  July  1,  2013,  said  permittee  is  exempt  from  Subsection  (d)(5)  as  lonii  as  the  such  permiiiec 
complies  with  all  other  applicable  terms  of  this  Article.  As  part  of  any  permit  issuance,  renewal,  or 
transfer  pursuant  to  this  Article,  the  Department  shall  include  reference  to  the  oriijinal  lirantin^  date  of 
the  Mobile  Food  Facility  permit. 

(e)  The  fees  set  forth  in  this  Section  are  subject  to  the  fee  review  and  adjustment 
procedures  of  Section  2.1.2. 

(f)  Each  IVIobile  Food  Facility  shall  require  a  separate  permit  pursuant  to  this  Article. 
Each  permit  issued  pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  be  valid  for  only  those  Locations  and  hours  of 
operation  that  the  Department  approves  as  set  forth  in  this  Article. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  Subsection  (f),  the  Director  may  issue  a  single  permit  or  permits  to 
an  assigned  Location(s)  for  multiple  Mobile  Food  Facilities.  The  fees  for  such  permit  shall  be 
the  filing,  notification,  and  inspection  fees  for  a  single  Location.  Under  such  circumstances. 
Director  also  may  charge  additional  permit  fees  as  set  forth  in  Section  2.1 .3.  All  Mobile  Food 
Facilities  operating  under  a  single  Location  permit  shall  comply  with  all  other  provisions  of  this 
Article. 

(h)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  reserves  the  right  to  charge  a  public  right-of-way 
assessment  fee  for  occupation  of  the  right-of-way  by  a  Mobile  Food  Facility.

(2)  No  Mobile  Food  Facility  or  Mobile  Food  Facility  Vendor  shall  peddle  food  or  drink 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  between  the  hours  of  3:00  a.m.  (midnight)  and  6:00  a.m.,  unless 
the  Director  has  approved  such  sales  after  consulting  with  the  Planning  Department  and  the 
Chief  of  Police. 
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(3)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Code,  no  Mobile  Food  Facility  or  Mobile 
Food  Facility  Vendor  shall  peddle  food  or  drinksoods.  w^rcs  or  merchandise: 

(A)  In  any  residential  ("R")  district  other  than  a  residential-commercial  combined  ("RC") 
district  as  defined  in  the  Planning  Code. 

(B)  In  the  "P"  districts,  as  defined  in  Section  234  of  the  Planning  Code,  that  are  located 
on  Twin  Peaks  or  in  any  areas  in  or  adjacent  to  Open  Space  Districts  located  on  Twin  Peaks. 

(C)  On  the  sidewalk  or  street  immediately  adjacent  to  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  other  tlian  the  areas  specified  above  in  Subsection  (B)  unless  written 
consent  is  obtained  from  the  General  Manager  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department. 

(D)  On  the  north  side  of  Jefferson  Street  between  Jones  and  Taylor. 

Within  :^500  feet  of  the  property  line  of  any  public  middle  schooir  or  junior  high  | 
school,  or  high  school  between  the  hours  of  7:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday. 

(F)  Within  1,000  feet  of  the  property  line  of  any  public  high  school  between  the  hours  of  7:00 
a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday  except  that  this  distance  shall  be  within  750  feet  for  the 
followins.  public  schools:

widths;  and  other  related  actions,  subject  to  Section  1  (d).

1 ,  2001 ,  by  and  between  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  Catellus  Development  Corporation,  a  Delaware  Corporation,  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  Order  No.  181147  dated  March  26,  2013,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
dedicates  facilities  described  in  the  Focil  Irrevocable  Offer  of  Improvements  for  public  use;

(a)  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  in  Department  of  Public  Works  Order  No. 
181147,  Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  1061,  entitled  Regulating  the  Width  of 
Sidewalks,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  Book  of  General 
Ordinances,  in  effect  May,  11,  1910,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section  to 
read  as  follows: 

Seel  ion  1598.  The  width  of  sidewalks  on  Mission  Bay  Drive,  Mission  Bay  Circle  and  a  portion 
of  Owens  Street  shall  be  modified  as  shown  on  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Drawing  No.  0- 
20-715.  dated  March  26,  2013.

Blocks: 

(2)  A  possessory  interest:  or 

(3)  Property  on  the  secured  or  unsecured  roll  assessed  at  $50,000,000.00  or  more. 
(b-c)  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  2  and  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3  shall  have 

jurisdiction  to  hear  applications  for  reduction  only  for  property  on  the  secured  or  unsecured 
rolls  assessed  at  less  than  $50,000,000.00,  excluding  applications  involving  possessory 
interests  or  real  property  located  all  or  in  part  within  Assessor's  Blocks  1  through  876, 
inclusive,  or  Assessor's  Blocks  3701  through  3899,  inclusive.  Except  that.  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  No.  2  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  applications  for  reduction  for  residential 
real  property  consisting  of  four  units  or  less  that  is  assessed  at  less  than  $50,000,000.00  and 
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located  all  or  in  part  within  Assessor's  Blocks  1  through  876,  inclusive,  or  Assessor's  Blocks 
3701  through  3899,  inclusive. 

SEC.  2B.14.  HEARING  OFFICERS. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  California  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Division  1,  Pari  3.  Chapter  1.  Article 
1.7  (commencing  with  Section  1 636)  of  Chapter  1,  Part  3,  Division  7  of  the  California  Revenue  and 
Taxation  Code,  all  regular  and  alternate  members  appointed  to  Assessment  Appeals  Board 
No.  1^^  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  2.  and  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3.  are  deemed 
concurrently  appointed  as  assessment  hearing  officers.  As  provided  by  law  and  regulation, 
assessment  hearing  officers  may  conduct  hearings  on  applications  for  reduction  filed  with  the 
Assessment  Appeals  Boards  and  make  recommendations  to  an  Assessment  Appeals  Board 
conceming  such  applications. 

(b)  The  Clerk  shall  designate  members  to  act  as  hearing  officers  for  particular 
applications  using  a  rotating  system  designed  to  assure  that  all  members  with  the  same 
priority  level,  as  described  in  this  subscctionSubsection  2B.14fb).  have  an  equal  opportunity  over 
time  to  participate  as  hearing  officers.  The  Cleri<  shall  designate  hearing  officers  in  the 
following  priority  order:  (1 )  the  regular  members  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3:  (2)  the 
alternate  members  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  3:  (3)  the  alternate  members  of  Assessment 
Appeals  Board  No.  2;  {^4)  the  alternate  members  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  1  ^s  ho  arc 
not  also  regular  members  of  Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  2\  {35)  the  regular  members  of 
Assessment  Appeals  Board  No.  2;  and  {46)  the  regular  members  of  Assessment  Appeals 
Board  No.  1 . 

(c)  In  their  capacity  as  assessment  hearing  officers,  the  officers  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  and  by  contract  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  For  their  work  performed  as 
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assessment  hearing  officers,  the  officers  shall  be  compensated  at  the  same  rate  provided  in 
Section  2B.5  of  this  Chapter  for  Assessment  Appeals  Board  members. 

SEC.  28.20.  HEARING  PROCEDURES. 

Each  ft^ssessment  Appeals  Board  created  pursuant  to  this  Chapter  shall: 

(a)  In  addition  to  complying  with  notice  and  procedural  requirements  of  the  Revenue 
and  Taxation  Code  and  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  provide  notice  of  all  meetings, 
including  deliberations,  and  post  agendas  as  if  Assessment  Appeals  Boards  were  subject  to 
the  Brown  Act  and  the  Sunshine  Ordinance.  The  agendas  shall  list  each  application  including 
the  address  of  the  property,  the  purpose  of  the  hearing,  the  current  assessment,  and 
applicant's  opinion  of  value. 

(b)  Allow  public  comment  on  each  assessment  appeal  to  be  heard  by  an  Assessment 
Appeals  Board.  Public  comment  shall  be  received  either  when  an  Assessment  Appeals  Board 
convenes  to  hear  one  or  more  assessment  appeals,  or  at  the  time  art-each  appeal  Is  called  for 
hearing.  The  agenda  for  each  meeting  of  an  Assessment  Appeals  Board  shall  bear  the 
following  notice: 

Under  the  California  Constitution  and  applicable  statutes,  hearings  of 
assessment  appeals  boards  are  judicial  proceedings.  The  decisions  of 
assessment  appeals  boards  must  be  based  exclusively  on  properly  admitted 
evidence.  Assessment  appeals  boards  may  not  base  any  factual 
determinations  necessary  for  their  decisions  on  anything  other  than  the 
aforementioned  evidence.  Information  presented  through  public  comment 
unless  properly  admitted  into  evidence  in  compliance  with  the  Revenue  and 
Taxation  Code  and  of  the  Property  Tax  Rules  of  the  State  ^^oard  of 
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Equalization  Is  not  evidence  upon  which  assessment  appeals  boards  may 
base  findings. 

(c)  Conduct  all  hearings,  deliberations,  and  other  business  including  closed  sessions 
as  authorized  by  law,  at  duly  noticed  meetings,  with  notice  afforded  to  all  members  of  the 
Board;  and  ¥t3ke  decisions  only  through  the  actions  of  members  present  at  such  meetings. 

Section  2.  This  section  is  uncodified. 

Terms  of  Initial  Appointees  to  Board  No.  2. 

Following  adoption  of  this  Ordinance,  consistent  with  California  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code 
section  1622.1(b),  the  terms  of  the  initially  appointed  five  regular  Members  and  three  Alternate 
Members  to  Board  No.  2  shall  be  stassered.  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Member  first  selected  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  beginning  on  the  first 
Monday  in  September  2013:  the  second  member  selected  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  beginning 
on  such  date:  the  third  member  selected  shall  serve  for  a  tetm  of  one  year  beginning  on  such  date:  the 
fourth  member  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  beginning  on  such  date:  and  (he  fifth  member  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  beginning  on  such  date. 

(b)  The  Alternate  Member  first  selected  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  beginning  on  the 
first  Monday  in  September  2013:  the  second  member  selected  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years 
beginning  on  such  date:  and  the  third  member  selected  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  beginning  on 
such  date. 
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Section  3.  This  section  is  uncodified. 

Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  30  days  from  the  date  of 
passage. 

Section  4.  This  section  is  uncodified. 

In  enacting  this  Ordinance,  the  Board  intends  to  amend  only  those  v^ords,  phrases, 
paragraphs,  subsections,  sections,  articles,  numbers,  punctuation,  charts,  diagrams,  or  any 
other  constituent  part  of  the  Administrative  Code  that  are  explicitly  shown  in  this  Ordinance  as 
additions,  deletions,  Board  amendment  additions,  and  Board  amendment  deletions  in 
accordance  with  the  "Note"  that  appears  under  the  official  title  of  the  Ordinance.

SECTION  3.  General  Authority. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriate  accounts  for  the 
items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appropriated  herein. 

SECTION  3.1  Two-Year  Budget. 

Pursuant  to  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  464-11  establishing  a  fixed  two-year  budget 
for  the  Airport,  Port,  and  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Fiscal  Year  2013-14  funds  for  those 
Departments  appropriated  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  available  for  allotment  by  the 
Controller  on  July  1,  2014,  unless  such  budgets  are  amended  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Resolution.  Fiscal  Year  2013-14  funds  appropriated  to  the  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  shall  be  available  to  that  Agency  on  July  1,  2014  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Charter  Section  8A.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  adjust  the  two  year  budget  to  reflect 
transfers  and  substitutions  consistent  with  City's  policies  and  restrictions  for  such 
transfers.  The  Controller  is  further  authorized  to  make  adjustments  to  the  second  year 
budgets  consistent  with  Citywide  estimates  for  salaries,  fringe  benefits,  and  work  orders. 

SECTION  4.  Interim  Budget  Provisions. 

All  funds  for  equipment  and  new  capital  improvements  shall  be  held  in  reserve  until  final 
action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  No  new  equipment  or  capital  improvements  shall  be 
authorized  during  the  interim  period  other  than  equipment  or  capital  improvements  that,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Controller,  is  reasonably  required  for  the  continued  operation  of 
existi^ng  programs  or  projects  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supen/isors. 
Authorization  for  the  purchase  of  such  equipment  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

During  the  period  of  the  interim  annual  appropriation  ordinance  and  interim  annual  salary 
ordinance,  no  transfer  of  funds  within  a  department  shall  be  permitted  without  approval  of 
the  Controller,  Mayor's  Budget  Director  and  the  Budget  Analyst  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

When  the  Budget  Committee  reserves  selected  expenditure  items  pending  receipt  of 
additional  information  from  departments,  upon  receipt  of  the  required  information  to  the 
satisfaction  of  a  financial  committee,  the  Controller  may  release  the  previously  reserved 
funds  with  no  further  action  required  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

If  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommends  a  budget  that 
increases  funding  that  was  deleted  in  the  Mayor's  Budget,  the  Controller  shall  have  the 
authority  to  continue  to  pay  these  expenses  until  final  passage  of  the  budget  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  approval  of  the  budget  by  the  Mayor. 

SECTION  4.1  Interim  Budget  -  Positions. 

No  new  position  may  be  filled  in  the  interim  period  with  the  exception  of  those  positions 
which  in  the  discretion  of  the  Controller  are  cntical  for  the  operation  of  existing  programs 
or  for  projects  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  are  required  for 
emergency  operations  or  where  such  positions  would  result  in  a  net  increase  in  revenues 
or  where  such  positions  are  required  to  comply  with  law.  New  positions  shall  be  defined 
as  those  positions  that  are  enumerated  in  the  Mayor's  budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
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but  were  not  enumerated  in  the  appropriation  and  salary  ordinances  for  the  phor  fiscal 
year  as  amended,  through  June  30  of  the  prior  fiscal  year.  In  the  event  the  Mayor  has 
approved  the  reclassification  of  a  position  in  the  department's  budget  for  the  current  fiscal 
year,  the  Controller  shall  process  a  temporary  or  "tx"  requisition  at  the  request  of  the 
department  and  subject  to  approval  of  the  Human  Resources  Director.  Such  action  will 
allow  for  the  continued  employment  of  the  incumbent  in  his  or  her  former  position  pending 
action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  proposed  reclassifications. 

If  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommends  a  budget  that 
reinstates  positions  that  were  deleted  in  the  Mayor's  Budget,  the  Controller  and  the 
Director  of  Human  Resources  shall  have  the  authority  to  continue  to  employ  and  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  reinstated  positions  until  final  passage  of  the  budget  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  approval  of  the  budget  by  the  Mayor. 

SECTION  5.  Transfers  of  Functions  and  Duties. 

Where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are  herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any 
other  fund  or  department,  or  where  a  duty  or  a  performance  has  been  transferred  from 
one  department  to  another,  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the  related 
transfer  of  funds,  provided  further,  that  where  revenues  for  any  fund  or  department  are 
herein  provided  by  transfer  from  any  other  fund  or  department  in  consideration  of 
departmental  services  to  be  rendered,  in  no  event  shall  such  transfer  of  revenue  be  made 
in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  such  service. 

Where  a  duty  or  performance  has  been  transferred  from  one  department  to  another  or 
departmental  reorganization  is  effected  as  provided  in  the  Charter,  in  addition  to  any 
required  transfer  of  funds,  the  Controller  and  Human  Resources  Director  are  authorized 
to  make  any  personnel  transfers  or  reassignments  between  the  affected  departments  and 
appointing  officers  at  a  mutually  convenient  time,  not  to  exceed  100  days  from  the 
effective  date  of  the  ordinance  transferring  the  duty  or  function.  The  Controller,  Director  of 
Human  Resources  and  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  assistance  of  the  City 
Attorney,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  changes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  conform  all  applicable  ordinances  to  reflect  said  reorganization,  transfer  of 
duty  or  performance  between  departments. 

SECTION  5.1  Agencies  Organized  under  One  Department. 

Where  one  or  more  departments  or  agencies  are  organized  under  a  single  appointing 
officer  or  department  head,  the  component  units  can  continue  to  be  shown  as  separate 
agencies  for  budgeting  and  accounting  purposes  to  facilitate  reporting.  However  the  entity 
shall  be  considered  a  single  department  for  purposes  of  employee  assignment  and 
senionty,  position  transfers,  and  transfers  of  monies  among  funds  within  the  Department 
of  Public  Health,  and  reappropriation  of  funds. 

SECTION  5.2  Continuing  Funds  Appropriated. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  provided  from  taxes,  the  Controller  shall  make  available  for 
expenditure  the  amount  of  actual  receipts  from  special  funds  whose  receipts  are 
continuously  appropriated  as  provided  in  the  Administrative  and  Municipal  Codes. 
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SECTION  5.3  Multi-Year  Revenues. 

In  connection  with  money  received  in  one  fiscal  year  for  departmental  services  to  be 
performed  in  a  subsequent  year,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  an  account  for 
depositing  revenues  v^/hich  are  applicable  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  said  revenue  shall  be 
carried  forward  and  become  a  part  of  the  funds  available  for  appropriation  in  said  ensuing 
fiscal  year. 

SECTION  5.4  Contracting  Funds. 

All  money  received  in  connection  with  contracts  under  which  a  portion  of  the  moneys 
received  is  to  be  paid  to  the  contractors  and  the  remainder  of  the  moneys  received  inures 
to  the  City  and  County  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

(a)  That  portion  of  the  money  received  that  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  mures  to 
the  City  and  County  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriate  fund. 

(b)  That  portion  of  the  money  received  that  under  the  terms  of  the  contracts  is  to  be 
paid  to  the  contractor  shall  be  deposited  in  special  accounts  and  is  hereby  appropnated 
for  said  purposes. 

SECTION  5.5  Real  Estate  Services. 

Rents  received  from  properties  acquired  or  held  in  trust  for  specific  purposes  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  for  maintenance  of  said  properties,  including 
services  of  the  General  Services  Agency. 

Moneys  received  from  lessees,  tenants  or  operators  of  City-owned  property  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  real  estate  services  relative  to  such  leases  or  operating  agreements 
are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  to  provide  such  services. 

SECTION  5.6  Collection  Services. 

in  any  contracts  for  the  collection  of  unpaid  bills  for  services  rendered  to  clients,  patients 
or  both  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  in  which  said  unpaid  bills  have  not  become 
delinquent  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section  10.37  and  10.38,  tne 
Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  the  estimated  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the 
various  divisions  and  institutions  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  record  such 
recoveries.  Any  percentage  of  the  amounts,  not  to  exceed  25  percent,  recovered  from 
such  unpaid  bills  by  a  contractor  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  costs  of  said  contract 
The  Controller  is  authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  appropriate  accounts  to 
record  total  collections  and  contract  payments  relating  to  such  unpaid  bills. 

SECTION  5.7  Contract  Amounts  Based  on  Savings. 

When  the  terms  of  a  contract  provide  for  payment  amounts  to  be  determined  by  a 
percentage  of  cost  savings  or  previously  unrecognized  revenues,  such  amounts  as  are 
actually  realized  from  either  said  cost  savings  or  unrecognized  revenues  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  extent  necessary  to  pay  contract  amounts  due.  The  Controller  is 
authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  establish  appropriate  accounts  to  record  such 
transactions. 
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SECTION  5.8  Collection  and  Legal  Services. 

In  any  contracts  between  the  City  Attorney's  Office  and  outside  counsel  for  legal  services 
in  connection  with  the  prosecution  of  actions  filed  on  behalf  of  the  City  or  for  assistance  in 
the  prosecution  of  actions  that  the  City  Attorney  files  in  the  name  of  the  People,  where  the 
fee  to  outside  counsel  is  contingent  on  the  recovery  of  a  judgment  or  other  monies  by  the 
City  through  such  action,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  the  estimated 
revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  to  record  such  recoveries.  A 
percentage  of  such  recovenes,  not  to  exceed  25  percent  plus  the  amount  of  any  out-of- 
pocket  costs  the  Controller  determines  were  actually  incurred  to  prosecute  such  action,  is 
hereby  appropriated  from  the  amount  of  such  recovenes  to  pay  the  contingent  fee  due  to 
such  outside  counsel  under  said  contract  and  any  costs  incurred  by  the  City  or  outside 
counsel  in  prosecuting  the  action.  The  Controller  is  authonzed  and  hereby  directed  to 
establish  appropriate  accounts  to  record  total  collections  and  contingent  fee  and  cost 
payments  relating  to  such  actions.  The  City  Attorney  as  verified  by  the  Controller  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  annually  on  the  collections  and  costs  incurred  under 
this  provision,  including  the  case  name,  amount  of  judgment,  the  fund  which  the  judgment 
was  deposited,  and  the  total  cost  of  and  funding  source  for  the  legal  action. 

SECTION  6.  Bond  Interest  and  Redemption. 

In  the  event  that  estimated  receipts  from  other  than  utility  revenues,  but  including 
amounts  from  ad-valorem,  taxes  shall  exceed  the  actual  requirements  for  bond  interest 
and  redemption,  said  excess  shall  be  transferred  to  a  General  Bond  Interest  and 
Redemption  Reserve  account.  The  Bond  Interest  and  Redemption  Reserve  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  meet  debt  service  requirements  including  printing  of  bonds,  cost  of  bond 
rating  services  and  the  legal  opinions  approving  the  validity  of  bonds  authonzed  to  be 
sold  not  otherwise  provided  for  herein. 

Issuance,  legal  and  financial  advisory  service  costs,  including  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  services  in  connection  therewith,  for  debt  instruments  issued  by  the  City 
and  County,  to  the  extent  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supen^isors  in  authorizing  the  debt, 
may  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  such  debt  and  are  hereby  appropriated  for  said 
purposes. 

SECTION  7.  Allotment  Controls. 

Since  several  items  of  expenditures  herein  appropriated  are  based  on  estimated  receipts, 
income  or  revenues  which  may  not  be  fully  realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the 
Controller  to  establish  a  schedule  of  allotments,  of  such  duration  as  the  Controller  may 
determine,  under  which  the  sums  appropriated  to  the  several  departments  shall  be 
expended  The  Controller  shall  revise  such  revenue  estimates  periodically.  If  such  revised 
estimates  indicate  a  shortage,  the  Controller  shall  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amount  of 
the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  set  forth  herein  until  the  collection  of  the 
amounts  as  originally  estimated  is  assured,  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  provided  by  the 
Charter  that  a  specified  or  minimum  tax  shall  be  levied  for  any  department  the  amount  of 
appropriation  herein  provided  denved  from  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually 
produced  by  the  levy  made  for  such  department. 
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The  Controller  in  issuing  payments  or  in  certifying  contracts,  purchase  orders  or  other 
encumbrances  pursuant  to  Section  3.105  of  the  Charter,  shall  consider  only  the  allotted 
portions  of  appropriation  items  to  be  available  for  encumbrance  or  expenditure  and  shall 
not  approve  the  incurring  of  liability  under  any  allotment  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  such 
allotment.  In  case  of  emergency  or  unusual  circumstances  which  could  not  be  anticipated 
at  the  time  of  allotment,  an  additional  allotment  for  a  period  may  be  made  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  the  approval  of  the  Controller.  After  the 
allotment  schedule  has  been  established  or  fixed,  as  heretofore  provided,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  department  or  officer  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended  a  sum  greater 
than  the  amount  set  forth  for  the  particular  activity  in  the  said  allotment  schedule  so 
established,  unless  an  additional  allotment  is  made,  as  herein  provided. 

Allotments,  liabilities  incurred  and  expenditures  made  under  expenditure  appropriations 
herein  enumerated  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  each  such  approphation, 
unless  the  same  shall  have  been  increased  by  transfers  or  supplemental  appropnations 
made  in  the  manner  provided  by  Section  9.105  of  the  Charter. 

SECTION  7.1  Prior  Year  Encumbrances. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  reserves  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  adjustments  in  connection  with  liquidation  of  encumbrances  and  other 
obligations  of  prior  years. 

SECTION  7.2  Equipment  Defined. 

Funds  for  the  purchase  of  items  of  equipment  having  a  significant  value  of  over  $5,000 
and  a  useful  life  of  three  years  and  over  shall  only  be  purchased  from  appropnations 
specifically  provided  for  equipment  or  lease-purchased  equipment,  including  equipment 
from  capital  projects.  Departments  may  purchase  additional  or  replacement  equipment 
from  previous  equipment  or  lease-purchase  appropnations,  or  from  citywide  equipment 
and  other  non-salary  appropriations,  with  approval  of  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the 
Controller. 

Where  appropriations  are  made  herein  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  automotive  and  other 
equipment,  the  equipment  replaced  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  Department  of 
Administrative  Services  and  shall  be  withdrawn  from  service  on  or  before  delivery  to 
departments  of  the  new  automotive  equipment.  When  the  replaced  equipment  is  sold,  in 
lieu  of  being  traded-in,  the  proceeds  shall  be  deposited  to  a  revenue  account  of  the 
related  fund.  Provided,  however,  that  so  much  of  said  proceeds  as  may  be  required  to 
affect  the  purchase  of  the  new  equipment  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  Funds 
herein  appropriated  for  automotive  equipment  shall  not  be  used  to  buy  a  replacement  of 
any  automobile  superior  in  class  to  the  one  being  replaced  unless  it  has  been  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  making  of  the  onginal  appropriation 

Appropriations  of  equipment  from  current  funds  shall  be  construed  to  be  annual 
appropriations  and  unencumbered  balances  shall  lapse  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
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SECTION  7.3  Enterprise  Deficits. 

Funds  appropriated  herein  to  meet  estimated  enterpnse  deficits  shall  be  made  available 
to  each  such  enterprise  only  to  the  extent  that  an  actual  deficit  shall  exist  and  not  to 
exceed  the  amount  herein  provided.  Any  amount  not  required  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
an  enterprise  fund  deficit  shall  be  transferred  back  to  the  General  Fund  at  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year.  Provided,  hov^ever,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  the  annual  budget,  may 
approve  appropriating  such  amounts  to  fund  the  activities  of  the  enterprise  in  the 
succeeding  fiscal  year. 

SECTION  8.  Expenditure  Estimates. 

Where  appropriations  are  made  for  specific  projects  or  purposes  which  may  involve  the 
payment  of  salaries  or  v^ages,  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  such  appropriations 
are  made,  or  the  head  of  the  department  authonzed  by  contract  or  interdepartmental 
order  to  make  expenditures  from  each  such  appropriation,  shall  file  with  the  Controller, 
when  requested,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  any  such  expenditures  to  be  made  during 
the  ensuing  period. 

SECTION  8.1  State  and  Federal  Funds. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  Federal  and  State  funds  that  may  be  claimed  due 
to  new  General  Fund  expenditures  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
Director  of  Human  Resources  is  authorized  to  add  civil  sen/ice  positions  required  to 
implement  the  programs  authorized  by  these  funds.  The  Controller  and  the  Director  of 
Human  Resources  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  any  actions  taken  under  this 
authorization  before  the  Board  acts  on  the  Annual  Appropriation  and  Annual  Salary 
Ordinances. 

SECTION  8.2  State  and  Federal  Funding  Restorations. 

If  additional  State  or  Federal  funds  are  allocated  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
to  backfill  State  reductions,  the  Controller  shall  backfill  any  funds  appropriated  to  any 
program  to  the  General  Fund  Reserve. 

SECTION  8.3  Process  for  Addressing  General  Fund  Revenue  Shortfalls 

Upon  receiving  Controller  estimates  of  revenue  shortfalls  that  exceed  the  value  of  the 
General  Fund  Reserve  and  any  other  allowances  for  revenue  shortfalls  in  the  adopted 
City  budget,  the  Mayor  shall  inform  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  actions  to  address  this 
shortfall  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  adopt  an  ordinance  to  reflect  the  Mayor's 
proposal  or  alternative  proposals  in  order  to  balance  the  budget. 

SECTION  9.  Interdepartmental  Services. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prescribe  the  method  to  be  used  in 
making  payments  for  interdepartmental  services  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  3.105  of  the  Charter,  and  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  interdepartmental 
reserves  which  may  be  required  to  pay  for  future  obligations  which  result  from  current 
performances.  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Controller,  the  amounts  which  have  been 
set  aside  for  such  purposes  are  no  longer  required  or  are  in  excess  of  the  amount  which 
IS  then  currently  estimated  to  be  required,  the  Controller  shall  transfer  the  amount  no 
longer  required  to  the  fund  balance  of  the  particular  fund  of  which  the  resen/e  is  a  part. 
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Provided  further  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  nnade  for  personnel  services,  rent 
equipment  and  capital  outlay  purposes  from  any  interdepartmental  reserve  or  work  order 
fund  without  specific  appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  amount  detailed  in  departmental  budgets  for  services  of  other  City  departments 
cannot  be  transferred  to  other  spending  categories  without  pnor  agreement  from  both  the 
requesting  and  performing  departments. 

The  Controller,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Section  3.105,  shall  review  and  may 
adjust  charges  or  fees  for  services  that  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
the  administration  of  the  Computer  Store.  Such  fees  are  hereby  appropriated  for  that 
purpose. 

SECTION  10.  Positions  in  the  City  Service. 

Department  heads  shall  not  make  appointments  to  any  office  or  position  until  the 
Controller  shall  certify  that  funds  are  available. 

Funds  provided  herein  for  salaries  or  wages  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Controller,  be 
used  to  provide  for  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  the 
occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without  pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of 
a  vacancy  in  a  budgeted  position.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  approve  the  use  of 
existing  salary  appropriations  within  departments  to  fund  permanent  appointments  of  up 
to  six  months  to  backfill  anticipated  vacancies  to  ensure  implementation  of  successful 
succession  plans  and  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  mission  critical  knowledge.  The 
Controller  shall  provide  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  every  six  months 
enumerating  permanent  positions  created  under  this  authority. 

Appointments  to  seasonal  or  temporary  positions  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for  which  the 
Controller  has  certified  the  availability  of  funds. 

The  Controller  shall  be  immediately  notified  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  any  position. 

SECTION  10.1  Positions,  Funds,  Transfers  for  Specific  Purposes. 

Funds  for  personnel  services  may  be  transferred  from  any  legally  available  source  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  department  head  and  approval  by  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  Board  or  Commission,  for  departments  under  their  respective  jurisdiction,  and 
on  authorization  of  the  Controller  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Human  Resources  Director 
for: 

(a)  Lump  sum  payments  to  officers,  employees,  police  officers  and  fire  fighters  other 
than  elective  officers  and  members  of  boards  and  commissions  upon  death  or  retirement 
or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated  sick  leave  benefits  in 
accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commission  njles. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  supervisory  differential  adjustment,  out  of  class  pay  or  other 
negotiated  premium  to  employees  who  qualify  for  such  adjustment  provided  that  the 
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transfer  of  funds  must  be  made  from  funds  currently  available  in  departmental  personal 
service  appropnations 

(c)  Payment  of  any  legal  salary  or  fringe  benefit  obligations  of  the  City  and  County 
including  amounts  required  to  fund  arbitration  av^ards. 

(d)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  salary  appropriations  for  positions 
administratively  reclassified  or  temporarily  exchanged  by  the  Human  Resources  Director 
provided  that  the  reclassified  position  and  the  former  position  are  in  the  same  functional 
area 

(e)  Positions  may  be  substituted  or  exchanged  betv^een  the  various  salary 
appropriations  or  position  classifications  when  approved  by  the  Human  Resources 
Director  as  long  as  said  transfers  do  not  increase  total  departmental  personnel  service 
appropnations. 

(f)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  upon  the  request  of  a  department 
head  and  the  approval  by  the  Mayor's  Office  to  transfer  from  any  legally  available  funds 
amounts  needed  to  fund  legally  mandated  salaries,  fringe  benefits  and  other  costs  of  City 
employees.  Such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  set  forth  herein. 

(g)  The  Controller  is  hereby  authonzed  to  transfer  any  legally  available  funds  to  adjust 
salary  and  fringe  benefit  appropnations  as  required  under  reclassifications  recommended 
by  the  Human  Resources  Director  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  in 
implementing  the  Management  Compensation  and  Classification  Plan. 

Amounts  transferred  shall  not  exceed  the  actual  amount  required  including  the  cost  to  the 
City  and  County  of  mandatory  fringe  benefits. 

(h)  Pursuant  to  California  Labor  Code  Section  4850.4,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to 
make  advance  payments  from  departments'  salary  accounts  to  employees  participating  in 
CalPERS  who  apply  for  disability  retirement.  Repayment  of  these  advanced  disability 
retirement  payments  from  CalPERS  and  from  employees  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
departments'  salary  account. 

(i)  The  Controller  is  authonzed  to  transfer  funds  into  a  Post  Employment  Retiree 
Health  Benefit  Trust  Fund  to  offset  a  portion  of  the  liability  of  retiree  health  costs  for 
anticipated  new  hires.  The  calculation  of  the  transfer  will  be  based  on  1%  of  the  salary 
paid  to  expected  hires  over  the  fiscal  year.  The  source  of  funds  from  non-General  Fund 
supported  departments  may  be  transferred  from  any  legally  available  source  from  these 
departments. 

SECTION  10.2  Professional  Services  Contracts. 

Funds  appropnated  for  professional  service  contracts  may  be  transferred  to  the  account 
for  salaries  on  the  recommendation  of  the  department  head  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
using  City  personnel  in  lieu  of  pnvate  contractors  with  the  approval  of  the  Human 
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Resources  Director  and  the  Mayor  and  the  certification  by  the  Controller  that  such 
transfer  of  funds  would  not  increase  the  cost  of  government. 

SECTION  10.3  Surety  Bond  Fund  Administration. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  allocate  funds  from  capital  project  appropnations  to 
the  San  Francisco  Self-Insurance  Surety  Bond  Fund,  as  governed  by  Administrative  Code 
Section  10.100-317  and  in  accordance  with  amounts  determined  pursuant  to 
Administrative  Code  Section  14B.16. 

SECTION  10.4  Salary  Adjustments,  Memoranda  of  Understanding  (MOUs). 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  the  Salary  and  Benefits 
Reserve,  or  any  legally  available  funds,  amounts  necessary  to  adjust  appropriations  for 
salaries  and  related  mandatory  fringe  benefits  of  employees  whose  compensation  is 
pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  A8.403  (Registered  Nurses),  A8.404  (Transit  Operators). 
A8.409  (Miscellaneous  Employees),  A8.405  and  A8.590-1  through  A8  590-5  (Police  and 
Firefighters),  revisions  to  State  Law,  and/or  collective  bargaining  agreements  adopted 
pursuant  to  the  Charter  or  arbitration  award.  The  Controller  and  Director  of  Human 
Resources  are  further  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust  the  rates  of  compensation  to 
reflect  current  pay  rates  for  any  positions  affected  by  the  foregoing  provisions. 

Adjustments  made  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  reflect  only  the  percentage  increase 
required  to  adjust  appropriations  to  reflect  revised  salary  and  premium  pay  requirements 
above  the  funding  level  established  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  respective  departments. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  reserves  or  any  legally  available 
funds  amounts  necessary  to  provide  costs  of  non-salary  benefits  in  ratified  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  arbitration  awards.  The  Controller's  Office  shall  report  to  the  Budget 
and  Finance  Committee  on  the  status  of  the  Salary  and  Benefits  Reserve,  including 
amounts  transferred  to  individual  City  Departments  and  remaining  Reserve  balances, 
following  the  first  quarter  of  FY  2009-10  and  as  part  of  the  Controllers  Six  and  Nine 
Month  Budget  Status  Reports. 

SECTION  10.5  MOUs  to  be  Reflected  in  Department  Budgets. 

Should  the  City  and  County  adopt  an  MOU  with  a  recognized  employee  bargaining 
organization  during  the  fiscal  year  which  has  fiscal  effects,  the  Controller  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  reflect  the  budgetary  impact  of  said  MOU  in  departmental  appropnations 
by  transferring  amounts  to  or  from  the  Salary  and  Benefits  Reserve,  or,  for  self-supporting 
or  restricted  funds,  to  or  from  the  respective  unappropriated  fund  balance  account.  All 
amounts  transferred  pursuant  to  this  section  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose. 

SECTION  10.6  Funding  Memoranda  of  Understanding  (MOUs). 

Whenever  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  ratified  by  ordinance  or  resolution  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  has  not  contested  an  arbitration  award  with  recognized  employee 
organizations  and  said  memoranda  or  award  contains  provisions  requiring  the 
expenditure  of  funds,  the  Controller,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Human  Resources 
Director,  shall  reserve  sufficient  funds  to  comply  with  such  provisions  and  such  funds  are 
hereby  appropriated  for  such  purposes.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
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transfers  from  funds  hereby  reserved  or  legally  available  as  may  be  required  to  make 
funds  available  to  departments  to  carry  out  the  purposes  required  by  the  Memoranda  of 
Understanding  or  arbitration  award. 

SECTION  10.7  Fringe  Benefit  Rate  Adjustments. 

Appropriations  herein  made  for  fringe  benefits  may  be  adjusted  by  the  Controller  to  reflect 
revised  amounts  required  when  contribution  rates  are  adjusted  during  the  fiscal  year.  The 
Controller  is  authorized  and  is  hereby  directed  to  transfer  between  departmental 
appropriations  and  the  General  Reserve  or  other  unappropnated  balance  of  funds  any 
amounts  resulting  from  authorized  contribution  rate  changes  during  the  fiscal  year  and 
such  amounts  are  hereby  appropriated  to  said  accounts. 

When  the  Controller  determines  that  prepayment  of  the  employer  share  of  pension 
contributions  is  likely  to  be  fiscally  advantageous,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  adjust 
approphations  and  transfers  in  order  to  make  such  prepayments. 

SECTION  10.8  Police  Department  Uniformed  Positions. 

Positions  in  the  Police  Department  for  each  of  the  various  ranks  that  are  filled  based  on 
the  educational  attainment  of  individual  officers  may  be  filled  interchangeably  at  any  level 
within  the  rank  (e.g.,  Patrol  Officer  02,  03  or  04,  Sergeant  O50,  051,  052).  The 
Controller  and  Director  of  Human  Resources  are  hereby  authorized  to  adjust  payrolls, 
salary  ordinances  and  other  documents,  where  necessary,  to  reflect  the  current  status  of 
individual  employees;  provided  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  authorize  an 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  positions  allocated  to  any  one  rank  or  to  the  Police 
Department. 

SECTION  10.9  Holidays,  Special  Provisions. 

Whenever  any  day  is  declared  to  be  a  holiday  by  proclamation  of  the  Mayor  after  such 
day  has  heretofore  been  declared  a  holiday  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  or 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Controller,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor's  Office, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  transfer  of  funds  not  to  exceed  the  actual  cost  of  said 
holiday  from  any  legally  available  funds. 

SECTION  10.10  Litigation  Reserve,  Payments. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  from  the  Reserve  for  Litigation 
Account  for  General  Fund  supported  departments  or  from  any  other  legally  available 
funds  for  other  funds,  amounts  required  to  make  payments  required  to  settle  litigation 
against  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  has  been  recommended  by  the  City 
Attorney  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
Charter.  Such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  herein. 

SECTION  10.11  Changes  in  Health  Services  Eligibility. 

Should  the  Board  of  Supervisors  amend  Administrative  Code  Section  16.700  to  change 
the  eligibility  in  the  City's  Health  Service  System,  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  transfer  from  any  legally  available  funds  or  the  Salary  and  Fnnge  Reserve  for  the 
amount  necessary  to  provide  health  benefit  coverage  not  already  reflected  in  the 
departmental  budgets. 
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SECTION  10.12  Federal  Stimulus  Funds  for  COBRA  Subsidies. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  appropriate  and  expend  such  funds  as  may  be  necessary 
to  provide  COBRA  subsidies  authorized  by  the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act 
(ARRA),  retroactive  to  the  effective  date  of  the  subsidies  authorized  by  ARRA,  and  paid 
for  through  payroll  tax  offsets  or  other  federal  reimbursements. 

SECTION  11.  Funds  Received  for  Special  Purposes,  Trust  Funds. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust 
funds,  revolving  funds,  and  reserves  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such 
fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  each 
such  fund  was  established. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and  trust 
funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional  grants  and  bequests  or  under 
other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with 
law  for  the  purposes  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  such  fund  was 
established. 

SECTION  11.1  Special  and  Trust  Funds  Appropriated. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from 
the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public 
agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation,  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be 
converted  into  money,  the  Controller  shall  establish  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing 
the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the  special  purposes  for  which  they  have 
been  received  and  for  which  they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  Controller  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains. 

Recurring  grant  funds  which  are  detailed  in  departmental  budget  submissions  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  annual  budget  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  met  the  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section  10.170  for  the  approval  to 
apply  for,  receive  and  expend  said  funds  and  shall  be  construed  to  be  funds  received  for 
a  specific  purpose  as  set  forth  in  this  section.  Positions  specifically  approved  by  granting 
agencies  in  said  grant  awards  may  be  filled  as  though  said  positions  were  included  in  the 
annual  budget  and  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  provided  however  that  the  tenure  of  such 
positions  shall  be  contingent  on  the  continued  receipt  of  said  grant  funds.  Individual 
grants  may  be  adjusted  by  the  Controller  to  reflect  actual  awards  made  if  granting 
agencies  increase  or  decrease  the  grant  award  amounts  estimated  in  budget 
submissions. 

The  expenditures  necessary  from  said  funds  or  said  accounts  as  created  herein,  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  or  for  which 
said  accounts  are  being  maintained,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Controller  and  said 
expenditures  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  said  moneys  or  orders  have  been  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  said  funds  are  maintained. 
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SECTION  11.2  Insurance  Recoveries. 

Any  moneys  received  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  pursuant  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  insurance  policy  are  hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  to  the 
general  city  or  specific  departments  for  associated  costs  or  claims. 

SECTION  11.3  Bond  Premiums. 

Premiums  received  from  the  sale  of  bonds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  bond  interest  and 
redemption  purposes  of  the  issue  upon  which  it  was  received. 

SECTION  11.4  Ballot  Arguments. 

Receipts  in  and  expenditures  for  payment  for  the  printing  of  ballot  arguments,  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which  this  appropriation  is 
established 

SECTION  1 1 .5  Tenant  Overtime. 

Whenever  employees  of  departments  are  required  to  work  overtime  on  account  of 
services  required  by  renters,  lessees  or  tenants  of  City-owned  or  occupied  properties,  or 
recipients  of  services  from  City  departments,  in  connection  with  such  properties  the  cost 
of  such  overtime  employment  shall  be  collected  by  the  departments  from  the  requesters 
of  said  services  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  departmental 
appropriations  All  moneys  deposited  therein  are  hereby  appropriated  for  such  purpose. 

SECTION  11.6  Refunds. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  appropriations  for  refunding 
amounts  deposited  in  the  Treasury  in  excess  of  amounts  due,  and  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  from  each  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law.  Whereby  State 
statute,  local  ordinance  or  court  order,  interest  is  payable  on  amounts  to  be  refunded,  in 
the  absence  of  appropriation  therefore,  such  interest  is  herewith  appropriated  from  the 
unappropnated  interest  fund  or  interest  earnings  of  the  fund  involved.  The  Controller  is 
authorized,  and  funds  are  hereby  appropriated,  to  refund  overpayments  and  any 
mandated  interest  or  penalties  from  State,  Federal  and  local  agencies  when  audits  or 
other  financial  analyses  determine  that  the  City  has  received  payments  in  excess  of 
amounts  due. 

SECTION  11.7  Arbitrage. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  refund  excess  interest  earnings  on 
bond  proceeds  (arbitrage)  when  such  amounts  have  been  determined  to  be  due  and 
payable  under  applicable  Internal  Revenue  Service  regulations.  Such  arbitrage  refunds 
shall  be  charged  in  the  various  bond  funds  in  which  the  arbitrage  earnings  were  recorded 
and  such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose. 

SECTION  11.8  Damage  Recoveries. 

Moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  City-owned  property  and  equipment  are 
hereby  appropnated  to  the  department  concerned  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such 
equipment  or  property.  Moneys  received  as  payment  for  liquidated  damages  in  a  City- 
funded  construction  project  are  appropriated  to  the  department  incurnng  costs  of  repainng

or  abating  the  damages.  Any  excess  funds,  and  any  amount  received  for  damaged 
property  or  equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired  shall  be  credited  to  a  related  fund 

SECTION  11.9  Purchasing  Damage  Recoveries. 

That  portion  of  funds  received  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
21.33  -  failure  to  deliver  article  contracted  for  -  as  may  be  needed  to  affect  the  required 
procurement  are  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be 
credited  the  related  fund. 

SECTION  11.10  Off-Street  Parking  Guarantees. 

Whenever  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  authorized  the  execution  of  agreements  with 
corporations  for  the  construction  of  off-street  parking  and  other  facilities  under  which  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  guarantees  the  payment  of  the  corporations'  debt 
service  or  other  payments  for  operation  of  the  facility,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the 
Controller  to  reserve  from  parking  meter  or  other  designated  revenues  sufficient  funds  to 
provide  for  such  guarantees.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authonzed  to  make  payments  as 
previously  guaranteed  to  the  extent  necessary  and  the  reserves  approved  in  each  Annual 
Appropriation  Ordinance  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  Controller  shall 
notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors  annually  of  any  payments  made  pursuant  to  this  Section 

SECTION  11.11  Hotel  Tax  -  Special  Situations. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  interfund  transfers  or  other 
adjustments  as  may  be  necessary  to  conform  budget  allocations  to  the  requirements  of 
the  agreements  and  indentures  of  the  1994  Lease  Revenue  and/or  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  Hotel  Tax  Revenue  Bond  issues. 

SECTION  11.12  Local  Transportation  Agency  Fund. 

Local  transportation  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  pursuant  to  the  Government  Code 
SECTION  11.13  Insurance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  to  the  City  Risk  Manager  any  amounts 
indicated  in  the  budget  estimate  and  appropriated  hereby  for  the  purchase  of  insurance  or 
the  payment  of  insurance  premiums. 

SECTION  11.14  Grants  to  Commission  on  Aging  and  Child  Support  Services. 

The  Commission  on  Aging  and  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Sen/ices  are  authonzed 
to  receive  and  expend  available  federal  and  state  contributions  and  grant  awards  for  their 
target  populations.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the 
appropriate  entries  to  reflect  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  said  grant  award  funds  and 
contributions. 

SECTION  11.15  FEMA,  OES,  Other  Reimbursements. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  recovers  funds  from  any  federal  or  state  agency  as 
reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  damages  resulting  from  earthquakes  and  related 
aftershocks  or  other  natural  disasters  for  which  the  Mayor  has  declared  a  state  of 
emergency,  such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  Controller  is 
authorized  to  transfer  such  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  departmental  appropriation  which 
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initially  incurred  the  cost,  or,  if  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  expenses  were  charged  has 
ended,  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  which  incurred  the  expenses. 

SECTION  11.16  Interest  on  Grant  Funds. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  earns  interest  on  funds  received  from  the  State  of 
California  or  the  federal  government  and  said  interest  is  specifically  required  to  be 
expended  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  funds  have  been  received,  said  interest  is  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  terms  under  which  the  principal  is  received  and 
appropriated 

SECTION  11.17  Treasurer  -  Banking  Agreements. 

Whenever  the  Treasurer  finds  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  County  to  use 
either  a  compensating  balance  or  fee  for  service  agreement  to  secure  banking  services 
that  benefit  all  participants  of  the  pool,  any  funds  necessary  to  be  paid  for  such 
agreement  are  to  be  charged  against  interest  earnings  and  such  funds  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  purpose. 

The  Treasurer  may  offset  banking  charges  that  benefit  all  participants  of  the  investment 
pool  against  interest  earned  by  the  pool.  The  Treasurer  shall  allocate  other  bank  charges 
and  credit  card  processing  to  Departments  or  pool  participants  that  benefit  from  those 
services.  The  Controller  may  transfer  funds  appropriated  in  the  budget  to  general  fund 
Departments  as  necessary  to  support  allocated  charges. 

SECTION  11.18  City  Buildings-Acquisition  with  Certificates  of  Participation  (COPs). 

Receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  accounts  set  up  for  the  acquisition  and  operation  of 
City-owned  buildings  including,  but  not  limited  to  25  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  1660  Mission 
Street,  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  various  bond  indentures 
through  which  said  properties  were  acquired. 

SECTION  11.19  Generally  Accepted  Principles  of  Financial  Statement  Presentation. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  adjustments  to  departmental  budgets  as  part 
of  the  year-end  closing  process  to  conform  amounts  to  the  Charter  provisions  and 
generally  accepted  principles  of  financial  statement  presentation. 

SECTION  11.20  Fund  Balance  Reporting  and  Government  Fund  Type  Definitions. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  or  adjust  fund  type  definitions  for  restricted, 
committed  or  assigned  revenues  and  expenditures,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  Statement  54.  These  changes  will  be 
designed  to  enhance  the  usefulness  of  fund  balance  information  by  providing  clearer  fund 
balance  classifications  that  can  be  more  consistently  applied  and  by  clarifying  the  existing 
governmental  fund  type  definitions.  Reclassification  of  funds  shall  be  reviewed  by  the 
City's  outside  auditors  during  their  audit  of  the  City's  financial  statements. 

SECTION  11.21  State  Local  Public  Safety  Fund. 

Amounts  received  from  the  State  Local  Public  Safety  Fund  (Sales  Taxes)  for  deposit  to 
the  Public  Safety  Augmentation  Fund  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  for  use  in 
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meeting  eligible  costs  of  public  safety  as  provided  by  State  law  and  said  funds  are 
appropriated  for  said  purposes. 

Said  funds  shall  be  allocated  to  support  public  safety  department  budgets,  but  not  specific 
appropriation  accounts,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  expended  at  a  rate  of  75%  of  eligible 
departmental  expenditures  up  to  the  full  amount  received.  The  Controller  is  hereby 
directed  to  establish  procedures  to  comply  with  state  reporting  requirements 

SECTION  11.22  Laguna  Honda  Employee  Development  Account. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  special  funds  as  may  be  required  to 
receive  employee,  corporate  and  private  donations  made  for  the  purpose  of  funding 
employee  training  and  development.  Donated  funds  for  employee  development  will  be 
automatically  appropriated  for  such  purpose,  and  shall  be  maintained  in  the  City  s 
financial  systems. 

SECTION  11.23  Affordable  Housing  Loan  Repayments  and  Interest  Earnings 

Loan  repayments  and  interest  earnings  in  special  revenue  funds  designated  for  affordable 
housing  are  hereby  appropriated  for  affordable  housing  program  expenditures 
Expenditures  shall  be  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  such  fund  was 
established. 

SECTION  12.  Special  Situations. 
SECTION  12.1  Revolving  Funds. 

Surplus  funds  remaining  in  departmental  appropriations  may  be  transfen-ed  to  fund 
increases  in  revolving  funds  up  to  the  amount  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  if 
said  Board,  by  ordinance,  has  authorized  an  increase  in  said  revolving  fund  amounts. 

SECTION  12.2  Interest  Allocations. 

Interest  shall  not  be  allocated  to  any  special,  enterprise,  or  trust  fund  or  account  unless 
said  allocation  is  required  by  Charter,  state  law  or  specific  provision  in  the  legislation  that 
created  said  fund.  Any  interest  earnings  not  allocated  to  special,  enterprise  or  tnjst  funds 
or  accounts  shall  be  credited,  by  the  Controller,  to  General  Fund  Unallocated  Revenues 

SECTION  12.3  Property  Tax. 

Consistent  with  the  State  Teeter  Plan  requirements,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  elects  to 
continue  the  alternative  method  of  distribution  of  tax  levies  and  collections  in  accordance 
with  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section  4701.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the 
Controller  to  maintain  the  Teeter  Tax  Losses  Reserve  Fund  at  an  amount  not  less  than 
1%  of  the  total  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  the  secured  roll  for  that  year  for 
participating  entities  in  the  county  as  provided  by  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  Section 
4703.  The  Board  of  Supen/isors  authorizes  the  Controller  to  make  timely  property  tax 
distributions  to  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  through  the  budget, 
through  development  pass-through  contracts,  through  tax  increment  allocation  pledge 
agreements,  and  as  mandated  by  State  law. 
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The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  recover  costs  from  the  levy,  collection  and 
administration  of  property  taxes 

SECTION  12.4  New  Project  Reserves. 

Where  this  Board  has  set  aside  a  portion  of  the  General  Reserve  for  a  new  project  or 
program  approved  by  a  supplemental  appropnation,  any  funds  not  required  for  the 
approved  supplemental  appropriation  shall  be  returned  to  the  General  Fund  General 
Reserve  by  the  Controller. 

SECTION  12.5  Aid  Payments. 

Aid  paid  from  funds  herein  provided  and  refunded  during  the  fiscal  year  hereof  shall  be 
credited  to.  and  made  available  in,  the  appropriation  from  which  said  aid  was  provided. 

SECTION  12.6  Department  of  Public  Health  Transfer  Payments. 

To  more  accurately  reflect  the  total  net  budget  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  this 
ordinance  shows  net  revenues  received  from  certain  State  and  Federal  health  programs. 
Funds  necessary  to  participate  in  such  programs  that  require  transfer  payments  are 
hereby  appropnated. 

SECTION  12.7  Municipal  Transportation  Agency. 

Consistent  with  the  provisions  of  Proposition  E  and  Proposition  A  creating  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  and  including  the  Parking  and  Traffic  function  as  a  part  of  the 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  make  such  transfers  and 
reclassification  of  accounts  necessary  to  properly  reflect  the  provision  of  central  services 
to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  in  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  City.  No  change 
can  increase  or  decrease  the  overall  level  of  the  City's  budget. 

SECTION  12.8  Treasure  Island  Authority. 

Should  the  Treasure  Island  property  be  conveyed  and  deed  transferred  from  the  Federal 
Government,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  budgetary  adjustments 
necessary  to  ensure  that  there  is  no  General  Fund  impact  from  this  conveyance. 

SECTION  12.9  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  Stabilization  Fund. 

Hetch  Hetchy  has  entered  into  a  long-term  agreement  to  purchase  a  fixed  amount  of 
power  Any  excess  power  from  this  contract  will  be  sold  back  to  the  power  market. 

To  limit  Hetch  Hetchy's  hsk  from  adverse  market  conditions  in  the  future  years  of  the 
contract,  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  establish  a  power  stabilization  account  that 
reserves  any  excess  revenues  from  power  sales  in  the  early  years  of  the  contract.  These 
funds  may  be  used  to  offset  potential  losses  in  the  later  years  of  the  contract.  The 
balance  in  this  fund  may  be  reviewed  and  adjusted  annually. 

The  power  purchase  amount  reflected  in  the  department's  expenditure  budget  is  the  net 
amount  of  the  cost  of  power  purchased  for  Hetch  Hetchy  use.  Power  purchase 
appropriations  may  be  increased  by  the  Controller  to  reflect  the  pass  through  costs  of 
power  purchased  for  resale  under  long-term  fixed  contracts  previously  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 
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SECTION  12.10  Closure  of  Special  Funds  and  Projects. 

In  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  Section  10.1 00-1  (d),  if  there  has  been  no 
expenditure  activity  for  the  past  tv^o  fiscal  years,  a  special  fund  or  project  can  be  closed 
and  repealed.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  close  such  funds 
consistent  with  the  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

SECTION  12.11  Charter-Mandated  Baseline  Appropriations. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  or  reduce  budgetary  appropriations  as  required 
by  the  Charter  for  baseline  allocations  to  align  allocations  to  the  amounts  required  by 
formula  based  on  actual  revenues  received  during  the  fiscal  year.  Departments  must 
obtain  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval  prior  to  any  expenditure  supported  by  increasing 
baseline  allocations  as  required  under  the  Charter  and  the  Municipal  Code. 

SECTION  12.12  Parking  Tax  Allocation. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  increase  or  decrease  final  budgetary  allocation  of  parking 
tax  in-lieu  transfers  to  reflect  actual  collections  to  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 
The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  must  obtain  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval  pnor  to 
any  expenditure  supported  by  allocations  that  accrue  to  the  Agencies  that  are  greater 
than  those  already  appropriated  in  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance 

SECTION  12.13  Former  Redevelopment  Agency  Funds. 

Pursuant  to  Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  215-12,  the  Successor  Agency  to  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  (also  known  as  the  Office  of  Community  Investment 
and  Infrastructure,  or  OCII)  is  a  separate  legal  entity  from  the  City  and  its  budget  is 
subject  to  separate  approval  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Controller  is 
authorized  to  transfer  funds  and  appropriation  authority  between  and  within  accounts 
related  to  former  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  fund  balances  to  serve  the 
accounting  requirements  of  the  OCII,  the  Port,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  the  City 
Administrator's  office  and  to  comply  with  State  requirements  and  applicable  bond 
covenants. 

The  Purchaser  is  authorized  to  allow  the  OCII  and  Departments  to  follow  applicable 
contracting  and  purchasing  procedures  of  the  former  SFRA  and  waive  inconsistent 
provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  when  managing  contracts  and 
purchasing  transactions  related  to  programs  formerly  administered  by  the  SFRA. 

If  during  the  course  of  the  budget  period,  the  OCII  requests  Departments  to  provide 
additional  services  beyond  budgeted  amounts  and  the  Controller  determines  that  the 
Successor  Agency  has  sufficient  additional  funds  available  to  reimburse  Departments  for 
such  additional  services,  the  Departmental  expenditure  authority  to  provide  such  services 
is  hereby  appropriated. 

When  100%  of  property  tax  increment  revenues  for  a  redevelopment  project  area  are 
pledged  based  on  an  agreement  that  constitutes  an  enforceable  obligation,  the  Controller, 
in  consultation  with  the  City  Administrator's  Office  and  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  may 
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increase  or  decrease  appropriations  to  match  actual  revenues  realized  for  the  project 
area 

The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  authorized  to  act  as  the  fiscal  agent  for  the  Public 
Initiatives  Development  Corporation  (PIDC)  and  receive  and  disburse  PIDC  funds  as 
authorized  by  the  PIDC  bylaws  and  the  PIDC  Board  of  Directors. 

SECTION  13.  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority. 

I  he  budget  for  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  is  subject  to  separate  approval 
by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Work  performed  by  City  departments  for  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  may  also  be  reflected  in  the  City's  budget. 
Administrative  support  to  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  shall  be  performed 
by  the  General  Sew\ces  Agency.  The  General  Services  Agency  shall  include  required 
positions  and  operating  costs  in  its  annual  budget,  funded  by  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority. 

SECTION  14.  Departments. 

The  term  department  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  department,  bureau,  office, 
utility,  agency,  board  or  commission,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  term  department  head  as 
used  herein  shall  be  the  chief  executive  duly  appointed  and  acting  as  provided  in  the 
Charter.  When  one  or  more  departments  are  reorganized  or  consolidated,  the  former 
entities  may  be  displayed  as  separate  units,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Controller,  this  will 
facilitate  accounting  or  reporting. 

(a)  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for  budget  purposes 
and  for  disbursement  of  funds  within  each  of  the  enterprises.  The  entity  shall  retain  its 
enterprises,  including  Water,  Hetch  Hetchy,  Wastewater,  and  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  as  separate  utility  fund  enterprises  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  with  the  authority  provided  by  the  Charter.  This  section  shall  not 
be  construed  as  a  merger  or  completion  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  which  shall  not  be 
deemed  completed  until  a  specific  finding  of  completion  has  been  made  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.  The  consolidated  agency  will  be  recognized  for  purposes  of 
determining  employee  seniority,  position  transfers,  budgetary  authority  and  transfers  or 
reappropriation  of  funds. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a  General  Sen^^ices  Agency,  headed  by  the  City  Administrator, 
including  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Department  of  Telecommunication  and 
Information  Sen/ices,  and  the  Department  of  Administrative  Services 

The  City  Administrator  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for  budget  purposes  and  for 
disbursement  of  funds.  This  budgetary  structure  does  not  affect  the  separate  legal  status 
of  the  departments  placed  within  the  entity;  Administrative  Services.  Medical  Examiner, 
Convention  and  Facilities  Management,  and  Animal  Care  and  Control.  Each  of  these 
departments  shall  retain  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  departments  as  provided  in  the 
Charter  and  the  Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  appointing  and 
contracting  authonty 
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(c)  There  shall  be  a  Human  Services  Agency,  which  shall  be  considered  one  entity  for 
budget  purposes  and  for  disbursement  of  funds.  Within  the  Human  Services  Agency  shall 
be  two  departments:  (1)  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  under  the  Human  Sen/ices 
Commission,  and  (2)  the  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  ("DAAS"),  under  the 
Mayor,  includes  Adult  Protective  Services,  the  Public  Administrator/Public  Guardian,  the 
Mental  Health  Conservator,  the  Office  on  Aging,  the  County  Veterans'  Sen/ice  Officer, 
and  the  In-Home  Supportive  Services  Program.  This  budgetary  structure  does  not  affect 
the  legal  status  or  structure  of  the  two  departments,  unless  reorganized  under  Charter 
Section  4.132.  The  Director  of  Human  Resources  and  the  Controller  are  authonzed  to 
transfer  employees,  positions,  and  funding  in  order  to  effectuate  the  transfer  of  the 
program  from  one  department  to  the  other.  The  consolidated  agency  will  be  recognized 
for  purposes  of  determining  employee  seniority,  position  transfers,  budgetary  authority 
and  transfers  or  reappropriation  of  funds. 

The  departments  within  the  Human  Services  Agency  shall  coordinate  with  each  other  and 
with  the  Commission  on  Aging  to  improve  delivery  of  sen/ices,  increase  administrative 
efficiencies  and  eliminate  duplication  of  efforts.  To  this  end,  they  may  share  staff  and 
facilities.  The  Commission  on  Aging  shall  remain  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  This 
coordination  is  not  intended  to  diminish  the  authority  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  over 
matters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

The  Director  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  also  may  serve  as  the  department  head  for 
DAAS,  and/or  as  a  deputy  director  for  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  but  shall 
receive  no  additional  compensation  by  virtue  of  an  additional  appointment.  If  an  additional 
appointment  is  made,  it  shall  not  diminish  the  authority  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  over 
matters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

SECTION  15.  Travel  Reimbursement  and  Cell  Phone  Stipends. 

The  Controller  shall  establish  rules  for  the  payment  of  all  amounts  payable  for  travel  for 
officers  and  employees,  and  for  the  presentation  of  such  vouchers  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  in  connection  with  expenditures  made  pursuant  to  said  Section.  No  allowance 
shall  be  made  for  traveling  expenses  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  unless  funds  have 
been  appropriated  or  set  aside  for  such  expenses  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter. 

The  Controller  may  advance  the  sums  necessary  for  traveling  expenses,  but  proper 
account  and  return  must  be  made  of  said  sums  so  advanced  by  the  person  receiving  the 
same  within  ten  days  after  said  person  returns  to  duty  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  failure  on  the  part  of  the  person  involved  to  make  such  accounting  shall  be 
sufficient  cause  for  the  Controller  to  withhold  from  such  persons  pay  check  or  checks  in  a 
sum  equivalent  to  the  amount  to  be  accounted. 

In  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Human  Resources,  the  Controller  shall  establish  rules 
and  parameters  for  the  payment  of  monthly  stipends  to  officers  and  employees  who  use 
their  own  cells  phones  to  maintain  continuous  communication  with  their  workplace,  and 
who  participate  in  a  Citywide  program  that  reduces  costs  of  City-ov^ed  cell  phones 
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SECTION  16.  Contributed  Revenue  Reserve  and  Audit  and  Adjustment  Reserve. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  a  Contributed  Revenue  and  Adjustment 
Reserve  to  accumulate  receipts  in  excess  of  those  estimated  revenues  or  unexpended 
appropriations  stated  herein.  Said  reserve  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the 
budget  of  the  subsequent  year,  and  the  receipts  in  this  reserve  are  hereby  appropriated 
for  said  purpose  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  maintain  an  Audit  and  Adjustment 
Reserve  to  offset  audit  adjustments,  and  to  balance  expenditure  accounts  to  conform  to 
year-end  balancing  and  year-end  close  requirements. 

SECTION  17.  Airport  Service  Payment. 

The  moneys  received  from  the  Airport's  revenue  fund  as  the  Annual  Service  Payment 
provided  in  the  Airline-Airport  Lease  and  Use  Agreement  are  in  satisfaction  of  all 
obligations  of  the  Airport  Commission  for  indirect  services  provided  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  Commission  and  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and 
constitute  the  total  transfer  to  the  City's  General  Fund. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  to  the  City's  General  Fund 
from  the  Airport  revenue  fund  with  the  approval  of  the  Airport  Commission  funds  that 
constitute  the  annual  service  payment  provided  in  the  Airline  -  Airport  Lease  and  Use 
Agreement  in  addition  to  the  amount  stated  in  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance. 

On  the  last  business  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Airports 
Commission,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  all  moneys 
remaining  in  the  Airport's  Contingency  Account  to  the  Airport's  Revenue  Fund.  The 
Controller  is  further  authonzed  and  directed  to  return  such  amounts  as  were  transferred 
from  the  Contingency  Account,  back  to  the  Contingency  Account  from  the  Revenue  Fund 
Unappropnated  Surplus  on  the  first  business  day  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Airports  Commission. 

SECTION  18.  Pooled  Cash,  Investments. 

The  Treasurer  and  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  available  fund  balances 
within  pooled  cash  accounts  to  meet  the  cash  management  of  the  City,  provided  that 
special  and  non-subsidized  enterpnse  funds  shall  be  credited  interest  earnings  on  any 
funds  temporanly  borrowed  there  from  at  the  rate  of  interest  earned  on  the  City  Pooled 
Cash  Fund.  No  such  cash  transfers  shall  be  allowed  where  the  investment  of  said  funds 
in  investments  such  as  the  pooled  funds  of  the  City  and  County  is  restricted  by  law. 

SECTION  19.  Matching  Funds  for  Federal  or  State  Programs. 

Funds  contnbuted  to  meet  operating  deficits  and/or  to  provide  matching  funds  for  federal 
or  State  aid  (e.g.  Medicaid  under  SB  855  or  similar  legislation  for  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital)  are  specifically  deemed  to  be  made  exclusively  from  local  property  and 
business  tax  sources. 

SECTION  20.  Advance  Funding  of  Bond  Projects  -  City  Departments. 

Whenever  the  City  and  County  has  authorized  appropriations  for  the  advance  funding  of 
projects  which  may  at  a  future  time  be  funded  from  the  proceeds  of  general  obligation, 
revenue,  or  lease  revenue  bond  issues  or  other  legal  obligations  of  the  City  and  County, 
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the  Controller  shall  recover  from  bond  proceeds  or  other  available  sources,  when  they 
become  available,  the  amount  of  any  interest  earnings  foregone  by  the  General  Fund  as 
a  result  of  such  cash  advance  to  disbursements  made  pursuant  to  said  appropnations 
The  Controller  shall  use  the  monthly  rate  of  return  earned  by  the  Treasurer  on  City 
Pooled  Cash  Fund  dunng  the  period  or  periods  covered  by  the  advance  as  the  basis  for 
computing  the  amount  of  interest  foregone  which  is  to  be  credited  to  the  General  Fund. 

SECTION  21.  Advance  Funding  of  Projects  -  Transportation  Authority. 

Whenever  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  requests  advance  funding 
of  the  costs  of  administration  or  the  costs  of  projects  specified  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Transportation  Expenditure  Plan  which  will  be  funded  from  proceeds  of  the 
transactions  and  use  tax  as  set  forth  in  Article  14  of  Part  III  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
advance.  The  Controller  shall  recover  from  the  proceeds  of  the  transactions  and  use  tax 
when  they  become  available,  the  amount  of  the  advance  and  any  interest  earnings 
foregone  by  the  City  and  County  General  Fund  as  a  result  of  such  cash  advance  funding 
The  Controller  shall  use  the  monthly  rate  of  return  earned  by  the  Treasurer  on  General 
City  Pooled  Cash  funds  during  the  penod  or  periods  covered  by  the  advance  as  the  basis 
for  computing  the  amount  of  interest  foregone  which  is  to  be  credited  to  the  General 
Fund. 

SECTION  22.  Controller  to  Correct  Clerical  Errors. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authonzed  and  directed  to  adjust  interdepartmental 
appropriations,  make  transfers  to  correct  objects  of  expenditures  classifications  and  to 
correct  x;lerica I  or  computational  errors  as  may  be  ascertained  by  the  Controller  to  exist  in 
the  Annual  Budget  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Controller  shall  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  a  list  of  such  adjustments,  transfers  and  corrections  made  pursuant 
to  this  Section. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  transfers  to  correct  objects  of 
expenditure  classifications,  and  corrections  in  classifications  made  necessary  by  changes 
in  the  proposed  method  of  expenditure. 

SECTION  23.  Transfer  of  State  Revenues. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  transfer  revenues  among  City  departments  to  comply  with 
provisions  in  the  State  budget. 

SECTION  24.  Use  of  Permit  Revenues  from  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection. 

Permit  revenue  funds  from  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  that  are  transfen-ed  to 
other  departments  as  shown  in  this  budget  shall  be  used  only  to  fund  the  planning, 
regulatory,  enforcement  and  building  design  activities  that  have  a  demonstrated  nexus 
with  the  projects  that  produce  the  fee  revenues. 

SECTION  25.  Board  of  Supervisors  Official  Advertising  Charges. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to  collect  funds  from  enterprise  departments  to 
place  official  advertising.  The  funds  collected  are  automatically  appropnated  in  the  budget 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  they  are  received. 
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SECTION  26.  Work  Order  Appropriations. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Controller  to  establish  work  orders  pursuant  to 
Board-approved  appropriations,  including  positions  needed  to  perform  work  order 
services,  and  corresponding  recoveries  for  services  that  are  fully  cost  covered,  including 
but  not  limited  to  services  provided  by  one  City  department  to  another  City  department,  as 
well  as  services  provided  by  City  departments  to  external  agencies,  including  but  not 
limited  to  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and  Infrastructure,  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority,  the  School  District,  and  the  Community  College.  Revenues  for 
services  from  external  agencies  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  Controller  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  established  to  perform  the  service. 

SECTION  27.  Fee  Reserves  and  Deferrals. 

The  Controller  is  authonzed  to  establish  fee  reserve  allocations  for  a  given  program  to  the 
extent  that  the  cost  of  service  exceeds  the  revenue  received  in  a  given  fiscal  year, 
including  establishment  of  deferred  revenue  or  reserve  accounts. 

SECTION  28.  Close-Out  of  Reserved  Appropriations. 

On  an  annual  basis,  the  Controller  shall  report  the  status  of  all  reserves,  their  remaining 
balances,  and  departments'  explanations  of  why  funding  has  not  been  requested  for 
release.  Continuation  of  reserves  will  be  subject  to  consideration  and  action  by  the 
Budget  and  Finance  Committee.  The  Controller  shall  close  out  reserved  appropriations 
that  are  no  longer  required  by  th/€  department  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
appropnated. 

SECTION  28.1.  Reserves  Placed  on  Expenditures  by  Controller. 

Consistent  with  Charter  Section  3.105(d),  the  Controller  is  authorized  to  reserve 
expenditures  in  the  City's  budget  equal  to  uncertain  revenues,  as  deemed  appropriate  by 
the  Controller  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  remove,  transfer,  and  update  reserves  to 
expenditures  in  the  budget  as  revenue  estimates  are  updated  and  received  in  order  to 
maintain  City  operations. 

SECTION  29.  Appropriation  Control  of  Capital  Improvement  Projects  and  Equipment. 

Unless  otherwise  exempted  in  another  section  of  the  Administrative  Code  or  Annual 
Appropriation  Ordinance,  and  in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  Section  3.18, 
departments  may  transfer  funds  from  one  Board-approved  capital  project  to  another 
Board-approved  capital  project.  The  Controller  shall  approve  transfers  only  if  they  do  not 
materially  change  the  size  or  scope  of  the  original  project.  Annually,  the  Controller  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  transfers  of  funds  that  exceed  10%  of  the  original 
appropriation  to  which  the  transfer  is  made. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  approve  substitutions  within  equipment  items  purchased  to 
equip  capital  facilities  providing  that  the  total  cost  is  within  the  Board -approved  capital 
project  appropriation. 
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SECTION  30.  Business  Improvement  Districts. 

Proceeds  from  all  special  assessments  levied  on  real  property  included  in  the  property- 
based  business  improvement  districts  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby 
appropriated  for  fiscal  years  2013-14  and  2014-15  in  the  respective  amounts  actually 
received  by  the  City  and  County  in  such  fiscal  year  for  each  such  district.  Estimated 
amounts  of  those  appropriations  for  the  business  improvement  districts  identified  are 
summarized  in  the  chart  below  for  information  only. 

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  disburse  the  assessment  revenues  appropnated  by  this 
section  to  the  respective  Owners'  Associations  (as  defined  in  Section  36614  5  of  the 
Streets  and  Highways  Code)  for  such  districts  as  provided  in  the  management  district 
plans,  resolutions  establishing  the  districts,  annual  budgets  and  management 
agreements,  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  for  each  such  district,  for  the 
purposes  authorized  therein.  The  Tourism  Improvement  District  assessment  is  levied  on 
gross  hotel  room  revenue,  not  real  property,  and  is  collected  and  distnbuted  by  the  Tax 
Collector's  Office.
